THE ASSURANCES OF GOV. COR.- 
NELL’S STRENGTH. 
DELEGATES AND POLITICIANS GATHERING AT 

SARATOGA—GOULD’S AGENTS VAINLY 


LOOKING FOR PURCHASABLE DELE- 


GATES—TALK IN THE HOTEL CORRIDORS, 


Sararoca, Sept. 18.—The convention 
whirl bas fairly begun. Yesterday this town 
was almost deserted—as dull and common- 
place a spot as one could find in the State. 


To-night it is all astir, the hotels filling up with 
accumulating delegates to four different conven- 
tions to be held during the week, and there are 


politicians everywhere and more coming with 
every train. ‘he hotels, that had been losing 
guests rapidly for several days, are more 
rapidly filling up, and for a few days Sara- 


toga will take on a new life, not as brilliant as 
that which makes it attractive in the height of 
Summer, but with a population much more 
active and somewhat more noisy. The con- 
ventions will not at all interfere with each 
other. They have little that is common in 
purpose. Two of tkem are of religious bodies 
of vastly different forms of belief, and one is 
a gathering of special-rate patrons of rail- 
roads, who hope to get a special-rate candi- 
fate for Governor. 

The Republican convention, however, is that 
which brings the great host of people here. It 
is estimated that the convention to be held 
here on Wednesday will attract one of the 
largest crowds that has gathered to take part 
in and witness ths proceedings of any State 
Convention for many years. The interest 


aroused in the work it has to do is deep and 


wide-spread, The factions, composed of parts 


of previous factions now strongly allied, 
are evidently both in earnest this time. 
The men who have been laboring for 
the last few weeks to prevent the Federal Aa- 


ministration from striking down Goy, Cornell, 
as well as the men who have jomed in the at- 
tempts to blacken and destroy him, are here, 


or will be here, in their strength. All day 
long, as they have kept coming in, the talk of 


_ tandidates and delegates has increased. The 


knots of talkers have enlarged and increased 
In numbers, and to-night, with the conven- 
tion yet nearly two days off, the discus- 
sions are becoming warm. Mr. Louis F. Payn, 
one of Gov. Cornell’s warmest friends and 
most effective supporters, was on the ground 
sarly on Saturday, and soon after Mr. John J. 
O’Brien arrived to look out for the first Folger 
jelegate who might come along. A few dele- 
yates arrived with them, but only a very few, 


and the Sunday talks among politicians 
were necessarily confined to a narrow 
circle. This morning, however, the first 


train from Albany brought up Justice 
Jacob M. Patterson, Mr. Chester §&. 
Cole, Mr. Morris Friedsam and others who 
found the lonesome politicians already here 
very glad to greet the new arrivals. Later on, 
the arrivals here followed thick and fast. 
Senator Warner Miller and State Senator Pitts 
arrived in the afternoon, bringing the Herki- 
mer and Orleans County Cornell delegates with 
them. The Folger men were rejoiced to note 
the arrival of such Administration Stalwarts as 
James D. Warren, of Buffalo; Collector 
Gould, of the same city; Mr. Sirret, the Re- 
publican candidate for County Treasurer in 
Erie, last Fall beaten by Republican votes. 
Mr. De Witt C. Wheeler, who has just left the 
St. Lawrence fishing grounds, joined the Fol- 
ger band in the morning, and, simultaneously 
with his appearance the absurd story was 
started that a break had occurred in the 
St. Lawrence delegation, and that a part 
of its members would vote for Folger. 
This talk amused Mr. Charles N. Dennison 
and Mr. W. H. Bostwick, the Canal Apprais- 
ers, both friendly to Cornell and both confi- 
dent of his nomination. Mr. John F. Smyth 
came along during the early evening, very un- 
communicative unless hard pressed, and then 
very confident of Folger’s winning, and dis- 
posed to give extraordinary estimates of his 
vote on the first ballot. There were no ar- 
rivals of candidates for Governor, but the Hon. 
John H. Starin has taken a cottage at the 
United States, and Congressman Walter A. 
Wood has engaged rooms, and both are ex- 
pected to come, The State Committee has 
established head-quarters in Congress Hall, 
where Judge B, Platt Carpenter, the Chair- 
man, and Mr. John W. Vrooman were in 
waiting to-day to receive delegates as they 
arrived. 

The outlook here has been all day favorable 
to Gov. Cornell. The Governor’s supporters 
have made a careful canvass, and they feel 
that they know with reasonable accuracy just 
the number of votes they will have in the con- 
vention. They are for Cornell right out, while 
the tendency was apparent among the Folger 
men, as soon as Ontario County was heard 
from, to talk despondently and generally about 
nominating the best man. Pitifulin the extreme 
was the melancholy suggestion repeated every 
time that it was intimated that Gov. Cornell 
was to be the candidate, about the impossibil- 
ity of electing him after nomination. Mr. 
John J. O’Brien, usually a very cheerful gen- 
tleman, was so unusually solemn as to attract 
general atteution, and he did not recover any 
part of his customary buoyancy until late in the 
afternoon, when a dispatch arrived to tell that 
** Dick’? Crowley and two other Administra- 
tion men had been elected delegates from the 
First Niagara District. Nobody had expected 
to see it go otherwise, yet the news came as 
refreshingly to the folger men as sunlight after 
prolonged cloudy weather. Mr. O’Brien be- 
came more hopeful then, although he is not 
yet prepared to speak with enthusiasm about 
Secretary Folger’s canvass in Ontario. 
Nor does he repeat his prediction of 
Saturday, that Secretary Folger will get 
280 votes on the first ballot. The Cornell 
men are still claiming 230 votes on the first 
ballot, and are expecting to get the assistance 
of the Wadsworth men on the second ballot, 
ns well as help from a number of delegates who 
are to vote for the Hon. John H. Starin on the 
first roll-call. The delegates who were under- 
stood to favor Cornell, if it were found 
impossible to nominate Wadsworth, are 
making earnest efforts in behaif of 
their preference, but do not appear 
to be gaining any converts. Mr. Ellis H. 
Roberts, who has been pressing Wadsworth’s 
candidacy, is now ad~ising the delegates from 
Oneida to stick to Wadsworth to the very 
latest moment that there is hope, and they 
will accept his counsel. In opposition to this 
advice the suggestion has been heard by some 
Wadsworth men here that if Wadsworth 
were to do the most reasonable thing 
open for him to do, he would advise his 
friends at an early hour in the convention— 
say after the first ballot had been cast—to vote 
for Cornell. lt isknown that the preference 
of a large proportion of the Wadsworth men 
is Cornell rather than any of the candidates 
opposed to him, and that an instruction from 
Mr. Wadsworth that be would be glad tosee the 





contest decided in the way described, would 


greatly relieve many of them who admire Mr, 


Wadsworth, but are in doubt about the wis- 


dom of his candidacy at this time. The talk 
about the likelihood of a transfer of the Folger 
vote to Wadsworth is ridiculed by the Conk- 
ling men. They are impatient already at the 
weakness shown by their Administration can- 
didate and are saying ugly things because 
Secretary Folger could not carry his. county 
and send some one here to present him as the 
candidate of that county. 
No one can answer the irritating question, 
** Who will present Folger?’ When a leading 
Cornell man was asked this question this after- 
noon he replied, ‘‘ No one.” He would be in 
the convention, and the sooner he was pulled 
out the better it would be for the men who 
were trying to nominate him. The same per- 
son is authority for the statement that at 
the conferencs held on Sunday at the Presi- 
dent’s house, -in New-York, Secretary Folger 
was told by a very blunt politician, in very 
plain language: ‘‘ You are beaten.’”’ This as- 
sertion has become known all over Saratoga, 
and it is accepted as a true one. There is ever 
probability that the Hon, John H. Starin will 
receive the votes of the delegates in his old 
Congressiona) district, at least, on the first 
ballot. The delegates in the First Saratoga 
District were elected to-day, and, while not 
instructed, they will give Mr. Starin their 
votes, as will Fulton and Hamilton, Sche- 
nectady, Montgomery, and, perhaps, Rich- 
mond, the votes supposed to have been 
ocured in a Staten Island district for Mr. 
olger being understood to be really for Mr. 
Starin. The candidacy of John C. Robinson 
is sometimes aliuded to. His prospects are as 
good as they ever have been, and it is believed 
he will hold the delegates from his own county 
on the first ballot. So far Congressman 
Wood’s chances do not show any improvement. 
There is no lack of candidates for Lieutenant- 
Governor. Most prominent is Lieut.-Gov. Hos- 
kins, who is here as a delegate. His friends 
are in favor of the ‘old ticket’? so far 
as the first two places are concerned, 


and regard Mr. Hoskins’s record as a good 
one for the convention to nominate him on. 
Gen. Robinson is said to be willing to bea 


candidate for the second place if the conven- 
tion should regard it as inexpedient to accord 


him the nomination for Governor. Ham- 
ilton & Fish, wt. is! also anxious to be 
a candidate. He is trying very hard 


to be prudent, but appears only to be success- 
ful in being a Cornell man to Cornell dele- 
gates, anda Folger man to those who want 
Folger, while his personal preference should 
make him aeceptable to the Wadsworth 
men. Mayor Parsons. of Rochester, is 
another candidate, and is finding many 
friends. A very mild boom has 


been started for Corp, Tanner, of Brook- 
lyn, and it does not appear to gather 


strength with rapidity. Several humor- 
ous propositions for harmony  candi- 
dates have been made this afternoon. 


That which has caused most,talk is one started 
by Mr. Hugh J. Hastings, Albert Daggett, and 
Howard Carroll, who are suggesting the ad- 
visability of a union of all factions upon Gen. 
John H, Ketcham for Governor, 

There are rumors to-night that the money 
of Jay Gould is to be employed to buy up 
delegates for Secretary Folger, in the event 
of other influences ee insufficient to se- 
cure them. The presence of a number of per- 
sons in Saratoga who were prominently iden- 
tified withthe Gould interests in Albany last 
Winter would seem to confirm these rumors. 
Among to-night’s arrivals were W. R, Gal- 
laway, Vice-President of the Gould elevated 


railway system. Mr. James Richmond, 
‘*Jim” Belden’s agent, has been in Sara- 
toga for two days. He is taking a 


lively interest in matters political. His 
sympathies are with any candidate 
except Gov. Cornell. The familiar faces of a 
number of men who were counted among the 
ranks of the lobbyists during the last 
session of the Legislature are recog- 
nized in the hotel corridors. Several 
ex-members of the Senate and House are 
included in the lot. The virtue of the country 
members from the more remote districts will 
doubtless be severely tested between now and 
the time that the convention is called to order. 
There is a belief among lobbyists that this 
class of men are the most vulnerable. If 
money can be utilized to defeat Mr. 
Cornell the agents of Mr. Gould know 
that they are authorized by their 
employer to use it unstintediy. Fortunately 
there are few delegates who are believed to be 
susceptible to its influence. The movements 
of the few are being closely scrutinized, and 
an exposure will be sure to follow any inii- 
cation on their part of a sudden change 
of faith. There is a double incentive for 
the agents of Gouldism to do the work 
which has been laid out for them. There is 
the knowledge that a sum of money, estimated 
at $100,000, was spent to get the Elevated Rail- 
road Tax Relief bill through both branches of 
the Legislature. That amountrepresents a dead 
loss, inasmuch as the Governor placed his veto 
upon it. There is the additional knowledge that 
no similar bill can ever become a law if Gov. 
Cornell is renominated. Some other candidate 
is relied upon to assist this cherished scheme 
of the elevated railroad monopolists. Mr. Gould 
will taks his chances with any other candidate. 
Under such circumstances it can readily be 
understood why the men who have been 
spotted as Gould’s agents should be zealously 
engaged in hunting for purchasable delegates. 
One of the stories which was very industriously 
circulated to-night was to the effect that the 
St. Lawrence delegation had broken; that 
while the ayy oe of them were conceded to 
be for Mr. Cornell, a very strong minority 
had concluded to come over to Mr. 
Folger’s camp. The story is traced to a 
man who is employed by Jay Gould. Not 
content with harping upon the subject, 
this man offered to wager money on the truth 
of his statements. His unwillingness to discuss 
details, however, and his general demeanor 
confirmed the impression that he was indulg- 


ing in a limited game of bluff. At that 
time none of the St. Lawrence delegates 
had arrived. Mr. Daniel Peck, who 


was one of the first Republicans of St. 
Lawrence County to make his appearance, was 

uestioned about the matter. He declared that 
the story was a double-humped lie. This isa 
specimen of the methods employed to influence 
delegates from the rural districts who are not 
so well informed as to the strength of Mr. Cor- 
nell and the weakness of Mr. Folger. 

The State Committee will meet to-morrow 
night to arrange the preliminaries of the first 
session of the convention. The selection of a 
temporary Chairman wil]l then be made. Up 
to this time the most prominent names men- 
tioned for the position are those of Senator E. 
L. Pitts and Attorney-General Russell. To- 
night’s arrivals include Tom Platt, who willlead 
the Folger forces; ‘‘ Lo’’ Sessions, C. P. Inger- 
soll, and the Chatauqua delegation; Gen. 
Sharpe and some of his Ulster men, George 
Bliss, Police Commissioner Steve French, 
Emigration Commissioner Taintor, John R. 
Lydecker, John A. Nichols, William H. Leay- 
craft, and Mr. Roberts, the last three from 
Brooklyn. 

The only name suggested for Judge of the 
Court of Appeals is Ju'ige Andrews, the’‘present 
incumbent. There are several candidates men- 
tioned for Congressman at Large, among them 
Lorin Palmer, of Kings; Gen. George S. 
Batchelder, of Saratoga, and B. Platt Car- 
penter, of Dutchess.

‘A RING ARRANGING BEFOREHAND THE CAN- 


DIDATES AND RULES FOR THE CONVEN- 
TIONS. 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 18.—An attempt has been 
made to get things in such shape that the Demo- 
cratic Congressional and County Conventions, 
which are to be held to-morrow, will have nothing 
to do but ratify a cut-and-dried ticket which a 
small but powerful ring has agreed upon. The pre- 
siding officers, the Secretaries and Sergeants-at- 
Arms, and the Committees on Credentials and 
Rules and Regulations have all been appointed in 
advance by one of the ring in his capacity as Chalr- 
mac of the County Executive Committee. The 


last named committee has already performed 
its duties, and the result is a set of 
special rules for the accommodation of 
the candidates of the ring, and the Committee on 
Credentials is sworn to admit to the convention 
only such delegates as are pledged to support such 
candidates. All this, coming at a time when the 
prospect of Democratic success hus given the ward 
statesmen an exalted idea of the value of their 
votes in the convention, isin the nature of a seri- 
ous disappointment, and imprecations have been 
showered upon the ring to-day in every quarter. 
At the primary election to-night a strong effort was 
made to “‘smash’’ the whole arrangement. The 
* boys” are bound to have their * sugar,’’ and tne 
committee that tries to keep them out of conven- 
tions will have a nice time of it. Once in they will 
seek revenge by killing off the candidates that are 
supported by the ring unless their votes are pur- 
chased at a high figure.

MRS. HULLARD NOT MURDERED. 








A CORONER’S JURY FIND THAT 8HE COM- 
MITTED SUICIDE—REIGER DISCHARGED. 


CuIcaGo, Sept. 18.—The funeral of Mrs. Hul- 
lard, who died under strange cireumstances Thurs- 
day night, took place to-day. As Hullard was unable 
to defray the expenses of the burial he visited the 
Police station to-day, and in an interview with 
Reiger, who was suspected of poisoning the 
woman, asked him to lend him some money or 
else stand the expenses, as he sald he would if 
Mrs. Hullard died. On Reiger being apprised of 


Hullard’s wants he grew indignant, and, after pac- 
ing up and down the floor for some time, said in a 
tragic tone: “I know you not. Tuke a walk, 
quick |’ The town was obliged to pay the funeral 
expenses. 

The murder theery was entirely destroyed when 
Coroner Watson resumed the inquest at the Town 
Hall this afternoon. Philip Prissner was placed on 
the stand, and repeated the story of Mrs. Hullard’s 
death already given in substance in these dis- 
patches. One witness testified that Mrs. Hullard 
said last week that she was sorry she had left 
Reiger and married Hullard, and meant to take 
poison to ena her troubles. Hullard was 
again put on the stand, and ssid that 
after an acquaintance o two days he 
was married, and he thought the alliance was 
a congenial one, but he could not produce his mar- 
riage certificate. Reiger was then put on the stand 
and testified thaton Wednesday, after Mrs. Hul- 
lard was married, she sent for him, but he did not 
visit her. The woman visited his house, but had to 
be driven away from the place. He then went to 
her hcuse and found her sick. She told him she 
had taken poison. He then left the house and did 
not know anything about the matter until! arrested. 
The jury found that Mrs. Hullard came to her 
death by taking rat poison with suicidal intent, and 
Reiger was discharged.

HOWGATE’S FEMALE FRIEND. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—When H. W. How- 
gate was arrested and held for trial in the Criminal 
Court the Government also proceeded against him 
by civil action and seized his real estate, of which 
he had a large amount. The proceedings were 
taken by W. A. Cook, as speeial attorney for the 
Government, and the defendant filed a plea that 
the court had not jurisdiction because the proceed- 
ings had not been taken in the name of the District 
Attorney. The civil case is still on the docket. 
Howgate’s friend. Miss Nellie Burrell, remained in 
the city for some time after Howgate’s escape, but 
it is now reported that she has also disappeared. It 
is believed that she removed her baggage in smail 
bundles from time to time, so that het final depar- 
ture might not attract the attention of persons who 


were watching her for the purpose of getting some 
clue to Howgate’s place of residence.

DESTROYING THE VESTIGES OF 


ARABI’S REBELLION. 
SURRENDER OF THE GARRISON AT FORT 
ABOUKIR—ESCAPE OF ONE REGIMENT 


TO DAMIETTA—ARABI'S LIFE AT KAFR- 


EL-DWAR—TANTAH OCCUPIED BY THE 


BRITISH, 


ALEXANDRIA, Sept. 18.—The garrison of 
Aboukir, which was ordered to proceed to 
Kafr-el-Dwar to sufrender, marched out of 


the place last evening, but.an entire regiment, 


with its arms, moved off eastward to join 
Abdellal Pasha at Damietta. This regiment 


was Arabi Pasha’s own, and numbered 
500 men. The remainder of the first 
detachment, about 150 men, reached Kafr- 
el-Dwar at 8 o’clock this morning. Many 
others had escaped on the way, carrying off 
two or three rifles apiece, The remainder of 
the garrison, numbering 5,000 or 6,000, arrived 
at Kafr-el-Dwar at noon. They were dis- 
armed, the men dismissed to their homes, and 
the officers detained. One of the Egyptian 
officers who surrendered explains that Arabi 
left his best soldiers at Kafr-el-Dwar because 
he thought the move on Ismailia was a ruse 
and that the real attack of the British would 
be at Karf-el-Dwar. While at Karf-el-Dwar 
Arabi Pasha and his wife lived with his father, 
mother, sisters, and brother. Arabi ate and 
drank only what they prepared, as he believed 
the English had spies in his camp who wished 
to poison him, 

The British have occupied Tantah. It is re- 
ported that gunboats and troops have been 


ordered to operate against Abdellal Pasha, 


who is still holding Damietta, It is known 


that the Sultan has quite recently been in 
communication with Arabi through Damietta, 


and there can be no doubt that the resistance 
of the commander of that place originates 
from Constantinople. The commander of 


Damietta also holds Forts Dibba and Ghemi- 


leh. The Governor of Port Said sent an Arab 
to the rebel commander on Friday, but the 
messenger has not returned. 

The reports of the pillaging of Mansourah 
arose froma mob smashing the windows of 
loyal inhabitants who had illuminated upon 
receiving the news of the victory at Tel-el- 
Kebir, One of the participators in the June 
massacres was hanged to-day. Train service 
on the railroad between Cairo and Alexandria 
has been resumed. All the stations will be oc- 
cupied by the English. 

Ibrahim Tewfik Pasha reports that Arabi 
Pasha was in the habit of parading the natives 
through the streets of Cairo, with torn and 
bloody clothing, and firing the mob and in- 
citing the popes with the cry of ‘See how 
the English treat us,’”’ 

The Rhédive intends, on his return to Cairo, 

to celebrate the restoration of order by a series 
of fdétes. 
_ Lonpon, Sept. 18.—The Times says the pun- 
ishment for the crime of rebellion is death, and 
without vindictiveness it may be said that 
never was that a, more richly earned 
than by Arabi Pasha and his chiefs. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 18.—It is believed 
that the Anglo-Turkish military convention 
will be abandoned. 

CaLcuTTa, Sept. 18.—The Indian Govern- 
ment announces the issue of a loan of 25,000,- 
Ov0 rupees to meet the expenses of the Inuian 
contingent in Egypt. 

GAGAZIG, Sept. 18.—The Khédive has sent a 
dispatch commanding that all respect be paid 
to the British troops, who come as friends, and 
urging all persons to return to their usual vo- 
cations, 

Lonbon, Sept. 19.—A dispatch from Cairo 
says that Gen. Wolseley and Admiral Sey- 
mour are concerting a plan for a simultaneous 
attack on Damietta by land and sea.

TOPICS OF INTEREST ABROAD. 


Lonpon, Sept. 18. —Lord Aberdare, Baro- 
ness Burdett-Coutts, William Black and Wal- 
ter Besant, the novelists; Norman Lockyer, 
F. R. 8., and Philip H. Calderon, R. A., have 
joined the Longfellow Memorial Committee. 

Heavy floods have occurred in Lombardy, 
Venetia, and the Tyrol. The city of Trent is 
submerged. Verona is alsoinundated. Sev- 
eral bridges have been demolished. ‘There has 
been no loss of life. The damage to property 
is estimated at 2,000,000 florins. 

A dispatch from St, Petersburg says the al- 
lotted term of a year for the maintenance of 
the minor state of siegein St. Petersburg and 
a few other towns expired on Sept. 16. The 
Vedomosti hears that it will be prolonged an- 
other year.

VIENNA, Sept. 18.—A dispatch from Trieste 
says: ‘The extraordinarily enthusiastic re- 
ception of the imperial family at the theatre 
here was partly due to an impression that the 
arrest of Overdank had averted u catastrophe, 
Some Irredentists who had arrived from 
Italy have been arrested here.”’ 

The coachman who gave the information 
which led to the arrest of the man Overdank 
told a magistrate that two passengers, whom 
he had, had left his carriage to pass the 
frontier by by-roads. Gendarmes were sent 
toan inn in a neighboring village where 
the men had stopped. When the door of their 
reom was forced open, they were found filling 
shells with nitro-glycerine. Seeing that 
they were discovered, Overdank, one of the 
two men, fired at the gendarmes with a re- 
volver. He was disarmed and arrested, but 
his accomplice escaped through a window. It 
is stated that Overdank is a deserter from the 
Austrian Army. 

St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 18.—The Minister of 
Finance announces that during the tirst half 
of the present year the receipts of the Gevern- 
ment increased 19,500,000 rubles and that the 
expenditure increased 23,500,000 rubles.

A PLEA FOR FREE TRADE. 





THE REPRESENTATIVE OF ST. LOUIS MER- 
CHANTS TESTIFIES BEFORE THE TARIFF 


COMMISSION. 


Sr. Louis, Sept. 18.—The Tariff Commission 
opened its session at the Southern Hotel. Adolphus 
Meier, representing the merchants and manufac- 
turers of St. Louis, reada paperon the effect of 
the tariff and internal revenue laws on the trade 
and commerce of the country, its argument 
being generally in favor of free trade, or 
at least of a large reduction of duties. 
He stated that this country had _ been 
engaged many years in the jobbing and importing 
of foreign and domestic hardware, the exporting 
of leaf tobacco, and the manufacture of cotton 


goods, pig-iron and railroad tron. The present im- 


port duties were the cause of the high cost of liv- 
ing. and, consequently, of the high prices of labor, 
and thus the cost of manufacturing was enhanced, 
and the American people, who were the only con- 
sumers of American manufactured goods, had to 
pay this extra cost or tax. American foreign com- 


merce should be built up, but that could only be 


done gradually and by the reduction of rates to a 
point that would cheapen manufacture. The 
working man was not protestes bv the tariff, be- 
cause the cost of his living was increased in a 
greater ratio than his wages. In the cotton manu- 
facturing business no duty was needed; American 
cotton manufacturers could compete with any 
others if they were allowed to purchase their 
machinery in the cheapest market, and if cotton 
mills could be ereeted here as eheaply as in 
Europe. As to pig-iron, his firm could stand a re- 
duction of the duty to about $2 or $3 a ton, and as 
to manufactured iron and steel a very material 
reduction of duties was necessary. He asked for 
the admission of iron ore free. There were inex- 
haustible deposits of ores and fuelin this country, 
and under ordinary expenses for labor, coal, and 
freight; American furnaces and iron mills could 
compete with Europe in the home markets, and 
possibly in those of South America, Mexico, 
and the West India Islands. If that 
business needed protection, then there must 
be something radically wrong in the _ system. 
While believing that this country would be more 
bcs at under free trade and low prices, he 
would net urge a sudden change of policy. which 
would tend to unsettle values greatly and might 
produce disaster, but he suggested the following 
plan: First, alarge reduction in the number of 
articles to be taxed; second, absolutely free trade 
in all raw materials that can be produced in this 
country; third, a very moderate tariff, say 10 to 
15 per cent., on all articles partially manufactured ; 
fourth, a gradual reduction of the tariff on manu- 
factured goods at the rate of 20 percent. per an- 
num until the average tax does not exceed 25 per 
cent. on the value of the imports of that class; 
fifth, a full taxation on imports of all articles not 
produced in this country, such as coffee, tea, silks, 
spices, and all articles of luxury; sixth, specific 
duties wherever practicable. 

Mr. Oliver—Do you not attribute the reduction 
in tbe cost of the cheap cotton goods to the infiu- 
ence of pretection ? 

Mr. Meier—No, Sir. LIattribute it entirely to the 
fact of improvements iu machinery. 

Mr. Oliver—Would it be a wise policy to tax the 
laboring men on their tea and coffee? 

Mr. Meier—We are now taxing the poor man on 
everything, and he would be less taxed if he nad 
only to pay taxes on tea and coffee. That tax was 
taken off simply to cajolethe people. Tea might 
be taxed 20 cents a pound and coffee 10 cents. 

Mr. Kenner—What effect would your plan have 
on the small cotton factories in the South? 

Mr. Meler—They would become more prosperous 
than they are at present; with their machinery 
cheap, under free trade, they could compete better 
with Eastern manufacturers for theirown home 
market. 

Mr. E. A. Hitchcock, who {s interested in fron, 
steel, and glass works, made a statement advocat- 
ing the changes in the duties on iron, steel, and 
iron ore that have been recommended by the Iron 
Manufacturers’ Convention at Cresson, and the 
maintenance of the present duties on piate glass. 

William H. Lee, of the Midland Blast Furnace 
Company, manufacturers of pig-iron,:made an 
argument in favor of a full and complete protec- 
tion of pig-iron.

A RAILWAY WRECK, 
Se ee 
SMASH-UP ON THE BOSTON AND ALBANY 
RAILROAD. 


WorceEstER, Sept. 18,—The Modoc train, 


due here at 8, A. M., was wrecked by a rail, which 
had been maliciously laid across the track, be- 
tween Charlton and Rochdale. The engine and 
tender went down the embankment, the baggage- 
car was thrown across both tracks, three other 
cars were displaced from the rails, but the sleeper 
was left on the track. Engineer Edward King, 
Brakeman Wade, and the fireman were hurt, but 
not seriously. The road was blocked until nearly 


noon. Wrecking trains have gone from here and 
Springfield. The injury to the passengers is slight, 
but they were considerably jarred. All were taken 
to Boston by a special train. Both tracks were 
completely blocked for three hours. When within 
about a mile of Rochdale the engineer saw what 
he took to be some small animal onthe track. Ap- 
proaching nearer he saw it was an obstruc- 
tion, and at once put on the air-brakes. 
Both he and the fireman soon after found them- 
selves flying out of the cab window. The fireman 
fell upon the engineer and was not hurt. The en- 
gineer was injured in the back. The only other 
person hurt, beyond those shaken and bruised, was 
a brakeman, who also stood at his post. The 
locomotive was thrown off the track, and the 
tender ana ry away from it the train was 
pushed forwara by the locomotive, plewing up the 
road. The escape from a more serious disaster 
was providential. Behind the tender was a fruit 
car, Which was upset and broken. Then came a 
heavy baggage car, which did not suffer badly, and 
nexta mail car, which was left in a demolished 
condition. Next the **smoker,’’ andthe gentlemen 
were thrown forward by the shock over the seats 
and tables. Next came a passenger car in which 
were Mr. and Miss Estabrook, This was tipped some- 
what, but the men shouted ‘*Keep your seats!”’ 
One lady fainted and everybody was pale and 
frightened. The Wagner cars following escaped. 
Two rouch-lookiag men passed down the track 
below Charlton a little betore the train arrived 
there. The crime is attributed to them, and some 
think they may have lurked in the woods after the 
accident.

The Republican Party has been always 
devoted to uphoiding the ublic faith, and 
this fact contributed powerfully to the victory of 
1880. To turn right round and join the repudiation 
wing of the Virginia Democracy seemed to me the 
last degree of folly for the Republicans.” 

“What would you have advised in 1881, when 
the split came in the Virginia Democracy ?” 

‘*T would have advised, and did advise so far as 
it was my business, that the Republicans should 
all hold to their own standard, and not become 
complicated with any theories of repudiation. In 
that way good men of a!! parties would have been 
drawn to us.” 

** How was the Garfield Cabinet on the question »”’ 
queried the reporter. : a 

‘** Divided,” said Mr. Blaine. “Divided about as 
evenly as seven men can be divided on the ques- 
tion, and therefore no positive or effective thing was 
done in the early stage of the campaign, and the 
tragedy of July 2 removed it from consideration.” 

“Why do you think Virginia should not be ex- 
—_ pay the whole debt as other States have 

one?” 

‘Principally because she was torn and 
dismembered by the war, and her abil- 
ity to pay owas very” greatly im: 

aired. No other State of the Confederacy suf- 

ered as Virginia did. No fother State was muti- 
lated as she was. West Virginia, which was torn 
from her in the violence of war as a war measure, 
is an ongine of wealth lost forever to the old State. 
No equal area in this country is so rich in natural 
resources as West Virginia. Its people desire the 
new State and should have it, but the loss to the 
old State is very great.” 

* What do you think will be the end of it all?” 

“TI do not know,” said Mr. Blaine, ‘‘ but f 
should be glad to see the general Government aid 
Virginia in some practical way in settling 
her debt. When we were at war with Mexico and 
dismembered her territory we made her an allow- 
ance of many millions of dollars, and I think we 
could afford to be equaliy just and generous to one 
of ourown States that we dismembered for our 
own advantage.” 

“ Would that not strike the country as a novel 
propositien ?”’ ‘ 

“It might, but its novelty would not impeach its 
justice,” said Mr. Blaine. ** Another consideration 
would weigh powerfully with me, and that is the 
fact of Virginia’s cession of all the north-west ter- 
ritory for the common weal nearly a hundred 
years ago. I have thought of this matter a 
great deal since the debt agitation began 
in Virginia last year. I have asked myself why 
Virginia alome of all the Confederate States 
should be made to suffer despoilment and dis- 
memberment. That which would bring lasting 
relief and prosperity to Virginia would be the veri- 
est trifle forthe general Governmentto concede.”’ 

“Do you think West Virginia ought to pay a 
sbare of the debt?” 


“Under all the circumstances I do not, 
nor do I believe there is a State in 
the Union situated as West Virginia 


is that would assume any portion of the Virginia 
debt. You must remember that we did not erect 
the State of West Virginia to oblige its inhab- 
itants. We did it as a war measure for 
the penefit of the whole Union, ana the State of 
Virginia bore the costly sacrifice alone. it is not, 
in my judgment, fair or right that Virginia alone 
should be made the victim for the sins of the dead 


Confederacy,”

A COMET NEAR THE SUN. 

DENVER, Sept. 18.—At Georgetown and Cen- 
tral City, this State, at about 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing a comet, plainly visible to the naked eye, was 
seen about 5° from the sun andin a directiona 
trifle south of west. 

Boston, Sept. 18.—There was some excite- 
ment this afternoon at Harvard College Ob- 
servatory on receipt of dispatches giving notice 


of a bright comet visible in the day time 
and in‘.close proximity to the sun. The first 
of these dispatches was a cable message 
from Lord Crawford, stating that a bright comet 


had been discovered by Mr. Common about. 


8° west of the sun. and had been vis- 
iple all day. At aimost precisely the same 
time a dispatch was reeeived from Prof. Swift, 
of Rochester, repeating one from C. C. 
Miller, of Leon, Kan. announcing the 
discovery of a comet near the sun. 
Immediate search was made at the Harvard Ob- 
servatory, but a haze near the horizon inter- 
ferea with the view. It is quite probable 
that the comet seen to-day was the ons 
discovered by Dr. Crulls, of Rio Janeiro, although 
there is no absolute proof ot the fact. The present 
comet will probably be visible during to-morrow 
close to the sun, ard may soon be a bDril- 
liant object in the early evening sky. 
No orbit has yet been computed for it either here 
or in Europe, and it is probable that its appearance 
in daylight yesterday was the first time that it 
was seen in either place. The orbit of the comet 
which Prof. Barnard discovered on Sept. i3 has 
been — at the Harvard Observatory. The 
comet will probably be neither brilliant nor of 


special interest.

THE COOPER INSTITUTE 
ALEXANDER M. SULLIVAN. 

A large and enthusiastic audience listened 
iast evening in the Cooper Institute to a lecture on 
“The Irish Question,” by Alexander M. Sullivan, 
ex-member of Parliament for Meath. Mayor Grace 
presided and introduced the-speaker, who was re- 
ceived with rounds of applause. Among those 
who were on the platform were Dr. William B. 
Wallace, Richard O’Gorman, Eugene Keily, the 
Rev. Dr. Edward McGlynn, the Rey. Dr. 
Thomas Walsh, the Very Rey. M. A. Hunt, the Rey. 
Dr. Bartsell,and Dr. T. C. Finnell, Mr. Sullivan 
began by saying that he had come to this country 
to narrate faithfully events and facts and scenes 
in the land of his birth, for whieh he knew many 
of his hearers were willing to die. The American 


people are sympathetic, but so many of them are 
30 preoccupied in accumulating wealth that they 
draw allthe news of events ia Ireland from the 
London press, whose false statements they often ac- 
ceptas gospel truths. Many Americans would fain 
belp the Irish, but they tell the people 
of that country that they cannot sympathize 
with them in their opposition to law. These 
English laws were written in bloody letters, 
andit was a fact that every virtue that is left in 
the Irish race is there despite of English Govern- 
ment, while every failing, every vice, had its origin 
in the law of England. Up tothe — of the 
Beventeenth century England had followed a poli- 
cy of extermination in Ireland, and this policy was 
in the eighteenth century followed by that of con- 
fiscation of land, by stripping the Irish of educa- 
tion, and brutalizing them that Englishmen 
might point at them with scorn as the ignorant 
Irish. These systems of extermination, of confis- 
cation and persecution, at which noble Englishmen 
now hang their heads in shame, at length came to 
apoint when they could no longer be pursued. 
but whatever reforms and concessions have been 
granted to Ireland have been obtained through 
the detetmined stand made byjthe Irish people. 
The English poliey, even in §the present century, 
was to resist whenever it was possible to do so, 
and to concede only when obliged to.. When the 
Irish people demanded the disestablishment of the 
Church of Ireland and the settlement ef the land 
question the English held up their hands in 
holy horror and said that if that were allowed the 
Irish Catholics would ostracize those of,the Protest- 
ant faith, Now that the Church has been dises- 
tablished, what has been the result? the leo- 
turer asked. In the County of Cork, 
where 92 per eent. of the opulation 
was Catholic, one of the two seatsin Parliament 
was given to a Protestant. There was not one 
Catholic county that did not have a Protestant rep- 
resentative. With referencejto the land F meg ate 
the Irish representatives in Parliament at first took 
avery moderate stand, but an English majority 
always voted them down. In 1875, 1876, and 1877 
the landlords of Ireland could have settled the 
matter or much better termsto themselves, but they 
Were obstinate Bourbons who knew nothing and 
would learn nothing. Then the Irish people adopt- 
ed another policy, Young men sprang up as 
leaders, who took a bold and dete ed stand in 
demanding the rights of the farmers. The people’s 
cup of bitterness was full: they would haye no 
more peddling with this question, and they 
determined that Jrish _ landlordism must 
go. The lecturer then described the- great 
changes that have taken place in Ireland 
within the past 10 years. A great deal of the sue- 
cess which the people of Ireland have achieved 
was due to the assistance of their brethren in the- 
United States who sent over their earnings to their 
relatives, although a great part of those earnings 
went formerly to the landlords to help them to 
live in profligacy. The Irish people were now get- 
ting ready for the next and last struggle that will 
eome off in the Winter, Ireland's sons were 
marching on, capturing the-citadels of the foe. If 
their Irish-American brethren deserted themnow 
they would be hard pressed, but not defeated. The 
young men, God bless them, were going to win.

MONEY LOST AT CARDS.

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THE LONDON FIRE CHIEF. 
—_—__-+—»—— 
WHAT CAPT. SHAW ‘THINKS OF OUR FIRE 
DEPARTMENTS AND FIREMEN. 

Capt. E, M. Shaw, Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment of London, arrived in this City yesterday, 
bound homeward after an extended excursion 
through the Southern and Western States. He 
visited nearly all the prominent cities of the coun- 
try, and paid careful attention everywhere to 
their Fire Departments. Evidently he has not been 
instructed. ‘I visited the United States 10 years 
ago,” he said last night, ‘and then the Fire De- 
partments were away behind the age. Since that 


time the rest of the world has far advanced; 
here not a_ single step onward has been 
made. In fact, I have noticed many evi- 
dences of a decided retrograde move- 
ment.’’ The London Chief inveighed strongly 
against the influence of politics in the service. The 
“‘best American fireman’? seemed to be the in- 
dividual who had ‘the strongest pull on the 
political string.” Looked at from this stand-point 
the American system was simply rotten. A man 
had no need for training here; it was of much 
more value to have a friendin power. He had 
heard a great deal of boasting, he said, about the 
wonderfully trained firemen ot New-York. They 
had talked to him loudly and long of the magnifi- 
cent drill of the department. He had seen it 
all, and it all amounted to a little exhibition 
in harnessing horses. And this Capt. Shaw 
serenely sat down upon as ** absurdly useless, you 
know.” If it be of so great importance to rush out 
to a fire, why not keep the horses continually har- 
nessed and at the carriage and the men al- 
Ways awake and at their posts. He was con- 
fident that this would be cheaper. Capt. Shaw 
also found fault with the uniforms of the 
firemen in the cities of this country. 
They may be serviceable, but they are not 
pretty. ** American firemen on duty look like cari- 
catures,’’ remarked the visiting London man, with 
an equally charming frarkness declaring that these 
native firemen haven't the faintest idea of the work 
to be done at a fire or the way to do it. He 
was very sorry that he couldn’t have them in Lon- 
don fora while. He had no doubt that in time 
they could be so trained as to compare fairly with 
some of hismen. Capt. Shaw has discovered that 
there isaterrible waste of money on this side of 
the ocean. ‘‘ The truth is,’’ he said, * the politi- 
cians and the makers of fire machines have been 
running things their own way; and it looks as 
though they were going to keep nght along in 
the same track.’ He had seen ladders here which he 
had been informed cost $4,000. In his experience 
his department never bought but one ladder that 
cost over £100, They couldn’t afford to buy ladders 
at such an enormous price. He was in the habit of 
paying £400 for a fire engine; it would be extrava- 
gance to pay more. Here he had seen machines cost- 
ing from $10,000 to 18,000. The low-priced English 
engines he was certain are superior to the high- 
priced American ones. The hose used here he 
says is of a very inferior quality, and sold ata 
basely extortionate price, Capt. Shaw made merry 
at the pretensions of American firemen. He 
will return to his home, he admitted, better satis- 
fied than ever with London, her Fire Department, 
and himself.

A meeting of the Brooklyn Young Republi- 
can Club was held last evening in Music Hall, Ful- 
ton and Flatbush avenues, to *‘ define the policy of 
the club for the coming campaign.” About 350 
members were present. Horace E. Deming, Presi- 
dent of the club, occupied the Chair, and in his 
opening speech he said the Brooklyn Young Repub- 
lican Club had much important work to do in the 


coming elections. The club advocated purity and 
fair play in polities.

In the last Legisla- 
ture Brooklyn’s ogee fg had proved disloyal 
to their constituents, and all that saved Brooklyn 
was the wise and independent action of Gov. Cor- 
nell. Great applause followed the mention of the 
Governor’s name. 

Following is the substance of the platform and 
resolutions which were adopted: The club de- 
clared itself in favor of local self-government, and 
that it was necessary to elect an Auditor and Con- 
troller ‘*who should be in hearty accord with the 
Mayor in all questions of municipal policy.’ The 
record of the Kings County Assemblymen in the 
last Legislature was condemned vs “hostile to the 
principles of responsible home government of the 
city.” In conclusion the platform affirmed ‘*the 
immense service rendered the city by the present 
Governor, and the importance to Brooklyn that tho 
next incumbent of that office should be as firm and 
loyal a friend to the city.” The President ap- 
pointed H. M. Maxwell, W. V. Tupper, W. H. 
Nichols, and W. E. Osborne to form, with himself, 
a committee of five to go to Saratoga and presenta 
copy of the platform and resolutions to the conven- 
tion. Mr. Maxwell withdrew, and R. H. Thomas, 
Treasurer of the club, was appointed in his piace. 
The meeting then adjournea.

SPECULATION IN CHICAGO 


—— >> — — 
MARKETS INTENSELY HXCITED 
AND VERY IRREGULAR. 
THE SHORTS FRIGHTENED INTO FILLING— 
PORK, LARD, AND CORN RAPIDLY RISING 
AND AS QUICKLY FALLING—CAUSES 
WHICH LED TO FHE MOVEMENT. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 18.—The markets were very 
irregular to-day, some of them exceedingly active, 
and others quite dull. The activity, accompanied 
by intense excitement, was on pork and lard for 
October delivery, and on corn for this month. 
Prices went up like a rocket, and soon afterward 
came down about half-way like a stick. It was 
one of the most severe up-and-down movements 
within a short time that has lately been expe- 


rienced on ‘Change. October pork advanced 
about 75 cents, then declined 50 cents, and 
closed 50 cents higher than on Saturday 
afternoon. ‘Tae other futures went up 2 to 
30 cents.October lard advanced fully 50 cents, 
and closed 20 cents higher than on Saturday, while 
the long futures closed hardly 20 cents higher. 
Short ribs were 20 to 45 cents higher, with nothing 
doing in other meats. Tho flurry in provisions was 
supposed to be due to the fears of a great many 
operators that they had oversold last week. ‘The 
receipts of hogs were only 2,400 Saturday, and 
those reported to-day were only about 4,000, 
while stocks of product were small. The hot 
weather is favorable to increased consumption, 
and does not favor production. The chances, 
therefore, were supposed to be in favorof the 
trade soon. looking in the face the smallest stocks 
that have ever been witnessed since Chicago rose 
to be a big packing point. This accounted for the 
fact that the nearer futures were the strongest. 
Some persons in the trade who are usually well 
posted said that the fear in that respect was over- 
done; that the stocks are not decreasing at the 
rate some people say they are, though the state- 
ment at the close of the month will show small 
quantities of stuff on hand. The line of shorts put 
out last week was something fearful, and it would 
be no wonder if it should prove that the bears 
oversold themselves. Evidentiy some of them 
thought so to-day, and fillled in at great loss. 

The corn market was excited, as it seemed, chief> 
ly by the tone of Saturday afternoon. The market 
then was strong, and the news getting outside 

rompted operators in the South-west to adopt the 
dea that corn, too, had been overdone, and that 
there was going to be a big decline, so that they 
sentin orders to cover. The filling of these orders 
occupied from half to three-quarters of an hour, 
and then things were flat. September corn went 
up to 684 cents, which was an advance of 214 cents 
from Saturday’s last prices, ‘but tumbled 
back 2 cents from the top by the time 
that shippers were ready to take hold of 
the car lots. he longer futures were only a shade 
firmer than they had been on Saturday. The 
wheat market was very dull all through the day, 
but it advanced 1% to 34 of a cent toward the close 
of trading, mainly in sympathy with the stronger 
tone in corn and provisions. ‘The ear lot offerings 
were taken to bunch up into five-thousand lots to 
deliver on September shorts, and that was about 

all there was to the deal.

ANNUAL MATCH BETWEEN UNITED STATES 
AND CANADIAN CLUBS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 18.—The sixteenth 
annual cricket-match between the United States 
and Canada began this morning at the German- 
town Club grounds at Nicetown. The United 
States team was composed entirely of Philadelphia 
players, having been selected from the six local 
clubs.

THE GRAIN TRADE ABROAD. 
acca iaitarae 
ENGLISH HARVEST AND MARKET—GRAIN ON 
THE CONTINENT. 

LONDON, Sept. 18.—The Mark-Lane Kapress, 
in its review of the grain trade during the past 
week, says: ‘‘ In Scotland, Ireland, and the North- 
ern counties of England harvesting has proceeded 
satisfactorily, while in the earlier districts the har- 
vest is virtually over. Barleys are generally dis- 
colored. ‘Trade has yielded to the pressure of an 
abundant foreign supply. Red wheats are relative- 
ly lower than white. In foreign wheats sales have 
been difficult beyond the merest retail transactions, 
buyers awaiting rates which ure not yet obtainable. 
In some cases on Friday 6d. less was accepted for 


new wheat. The reccipts of the week in London 
were 88,267 quarters. There were large arrivals of 
foreign flour, which sold generally at 6d. lower. 
Maize was lower and weaker. Grinding barleys 
were cheaper. ‘The prices for oats have been fairly 
maintained. Cargoes were inanimate. The only 
feature in American grain was an advance of 9d. 
in red Winter wheat. There were 25 arrivals. 
Nine cargoes were sold, 10 were withdrawn, and 
17 remain, 16 being American. The sales of Eng- 
ish wheat during the past week were 49,242 quar- 
ters at 44s. 5d., against 43,796 auarters at 51s. 1d. 
during the corresponding week last year.” 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The Department of 
State has been informed by Consul Sterne, of Buda- 
pesth, that, contrary to general expectation, the 
price of wheat, instead of being well sustained at 
$1 20 per bushe!, bas fallen, within the two weeks 
ending Aug. 28, to $1 15, and even at this decline 
the export, which had opened under flying colors, 
is ‘dragging, and there is every probability of a 
still further reduction. This change is principally 
caused by the reports from the United States of 
abundant crops and immense shipments of grain. 
Another reason is the difficulty attendant on the 
transportation of grain from the interior and the 
general inability of the railways tosupply adequate 
rolling stock. 

The Department of State has ‘received a dis- 
patch, dated Aug. 25, from Minister Cramer, of 
Berne, in regard to the almost (otal failure of the 
potato crop in Switzerland. Potatoes forming one 
of the principal articles of diet of the Swiss, Mr. 
Cramer assumes thata large import must neces- 
sarily take place, and he suggests that American 
exporters of breadstuffs should at once make ar- 
rangements to supply the deficit caused by the 
failure referred to in his dispatch. Hungary is 
spoken of in Switzerland as the country from 
which the chief supply is to be drawn, but Mr. 
Cramer sees no reason why American potatoes 
cannot be placed upon the Swiss markets on more 
reasonable terms than the Hungarian. The short- 
est route of export fromthe United States to 
Switzerland is by way of Cherbourg or Havre.

HOW A SCALE OF PRICES WAS FIRST ADOPT- 


ED—FORMER STRIKES, 


From the Pittsburg (Penn.) Commercial, Sept 16. 

As was expected the iron manufacturers 
have refused point blank to accept the compromise 
offered by the puddlers in the proposition to re- 
sume work at $5 75 perton. As Pittsburg puddlers 
were the first iron-workers in this or any country 
to propose and adopt a scale of prices, basing 
wages upon the selling price of iron—the first to 
raise and fall with the advance and decline in the 


selling price of the latter—and inasmuch as the 
present struggle involves the same principle, it 
might not be out of place to review a little of the 


past. 

Upon the introduction of boiling in 1837 by Ed- 
ward Nock, at the mill of Lorenz & Cuddy, now 
Painter & Sons, on the South Side, the price per ton 
was $7. During thesucceeding years the price was 
reduced 50 cents annually until in 1842it was $5 p aa 
ton. The tariff enacted in the latter year in due 
time gave a new impetus tothe iron interest, 1m- 

arting activity in business to such an extent that 

n the early part of 1845 the boilers demanded an 
adyance from $5 to $6 per ton. This demand was 
refused, and as a consequence the men went on a 
strike in May, and remained idle until the latter 
partof August, when their demands were conceded 
and they resumed work. Six dollars was the 
prevailing price from then until July, 
1850, when, under the depression caused by the 
operation of the ‘' tariff for reyvenue-cnly” of 1846, 
the manufacturers proposed a reduction to $4 50 
perton. This proposition was refused, and then 
commenced the great strike of that year, during 
which time the riots occurred at Brown’s Mill, on 
Wayne-street, in which both men and women 
were participants, the latter drawing the bars 
from the grates of the furnacesthat were operated 
by men brought from the East, for which act quite 
a number of both sexes were arrested, tried, 
convicted, and imprisoned. The strike  ter- 
minated in the manufacturers succeeding in 
a full resumption of work at the reduction. 
During the 10 succeeding years the price for pud- 
dling gradually declined, varying from $4 to 50, 
while at one or two mills it went as low as $3 25. 
I cannot recall the price of iron during the inter- 
vening years between 1850 and 1860, but I do not 
believe it sold below 1% to2cents per pound. In 
1861 the readjusted tariff coupled with the demand 
created by the breaking out of the war, advanced 
the price of iron, and as men became scarce the 
owters in order to induce men to their respective 
work voluntarily advanced the price of puddling 
50 cents perton. Subsequentiyiron went booming 
upward, also wages by slow degrees, but not with- 
out a number of strikes intervening. 

So tired were the boilers of the innumerable 
strikes occurring that, in 1865, they proposed 
through their organization, the United Sons of 
Vulcan, to meet the manufacturers and adopt a 
seale of prices. ‘To this they agreed, and, as a con- 
secuence, on the 15th day of February a scale was 
adopted making boiling $9 per ton when iron was 
8% cents per pound, $4 50 when 8 cents per pound, 
and $4 when 246 cents per pound. This was the 
first scale adopted among the iron-workers in this 
country, and proved of a very conciliatory charac- 
ter, even in England. At that time iron was selling 
at 7% cents per pound, and boiling, according to the 
scale, was$8 perton. So elated were the men at 
the prospect of future undisturbed peace that they 
insisted that 90 days’ notice should be given before 
the agreement should terminate. Before the Sum- 
mer of that year was overiron had fallen to 434 
cents, and as a consequence boiling had corre- 
spondingiy gone down to $5 75. Believing that 
they were entitied to more, they gave the required 
notice to terminate the scale. At the expiration of 
the notice iron had advanced to mes cents, giving 
the boilers under the scale $6. ey immediate- 
ly demanded and received an advance of $2, mak- 
ing the price $8, which continued until the Sum- 
mer of 1866, when they again demanded and re- 
ceived an additional $1. 

In December, 1866, the manufacturers proposed a 
reduction to $7, which the boilers refused to accept, 
and asa result they were locked out until the fol- 
lowing May, the “ finishers”’ in the meantime work-. 
ing eastern and other muck bar. In the early part 
of the latter month the manufacturers conceded the 
former price and the men went to work. At that 
time iron was quoted at 5 cents, but within a short 
month dropped 44 cent. During Juiy the boilers 
invited the manufacturers to another conference 
for the — of arranging a scale, which was 
accepted, and a scale adopted upon the 23d of 
the same month. This scale gravitated only 
between 3 and 5 cents, and while its terms 
virtually wiped out the vietory of the 
lockout, it was much more advantageous to the 
men than the scale of 1865. The objective point of 
the men at that time was not to protect wages so- 
much when iron was high, as when trade wouid 
assume a natural and healthy condition, and as a 
consequence when iron would go to 3 cents boiling 
would be $6. whereasin the former scale it was 
but $4 50. Those who were foremost in bringing 
this compact about were ——— denounced by 
the chronic croakers, as by it the fruits of the big 
strike were virtually lost. but the object of those at 
the head of the association was to prevent strikes 
in the future, a result that was fully sustained, for 
es further trouble was experienced until the close 
of 1874. 

The compact of 1867 required but 3 notice of 30 
days to terminate it, and iron having declined be- 
low 8 cents, the manufacturers notified the men 
that the basis must be readjusted, and the price 
paid for boiling reduced. The notice expired in 
December, 1874, the card price of iron in the mean- 
time having been fixed at 244 cents per pound. The 
proposition of the manufacturers was to reduce 
the price o? boiling from $6 to $5, ard to run the 
scale downward to 214 cents, when $4 50 would be 
paid. This proposition was refused and a strike 
ensued, lasting until the beginning of the suc 
ceeding April. During the struggle the men 
proposed at one time to continue work at $5 50, 
the card to run no lower than 3 
cents. Subsequently they proposed to extend it 
downward to 2h, fixing at that point $5 50 as the 
price for boiling. It was upon the latter terms and 
conditions that they resumed work. The succeed- 
ing Fall witnessed an unusual depression in the 
iron trade, the manufacturers selling at no fixed 
price, but disposing of their iron for just what it 
was possible to seeure. This state of affairs placed 
ironatavery low figure, and as a consequence 
compelled the manufacturer to demand that the 
operations of the scale of prices be set aside, for 
the time at least,and that a reduced price be 
agreed upon until business would revive. They 
first wanted to pay but $4 50, but at a conference 
agreed to pay up to Dec. 13 $5 per ton, and from 
that until Feb. 14the price paid should be $475 
per ton. 

No further interruption intervened until the 31st 
of May, 1875, when the boilers in the several mills 
presented a scale, to be in force one year, upon a 
basis of $5 per ton, when the card price was 214 
cents per pound. Astrike of two weeks ensued, 
when the manufacturers, one by one, signed the 
scale and allthe works resumed. The scale re- 
mained in force until June, 1880, when the men de- 
manded an advance of 50 cents per ton on 24 
card, making the wages $5 50. This advance was 
at first refused, but after a stoppage of eight or ten 
days was conceded, and all went towork. After 
two years regular work the relations have again 
been interrupted by the men demanding another 
advance upon the scale of 50 cents per ton.

YELLOW FEVER SUFFERERS. 


BROWNSVILLE, Sept. 18.—Twenty-seven new 
cases were reported to-day and one death, the vic- 
tim being a Mexican. Mr. Tobannon, a sub-mail 


contractor between here and Rio Grande City, 
is verv sick with the fever. There are no new cases 
at Fort Brown, and the sick there are doing 
well. At Point Isabel a few new cases 
are reported, but no deaths. Matamoros 
is now pronounced healthy by its most eminent 
and successful physicians, Drs. Chase and Mc- 
Manus. No new cases are reported there, but two 
deaths have occurred since yesterday. 


GALVESTON, Texas, Sept. 18.—A_ special to 
the News from Matamoros says: ‘* During the week 
ended at 9 A. M. yesterday there were 20 deaths in 
this city from yellow fever. This is an increase 
of five deaths. During the 24 hours ended at 
9 A. M. yesterday there were two deaths 
from the fever, and during the correspond- 
ing period to 9 A. M. to-day two deaths from 
the disease were reported in this city. The fever 
does not appear to decrease at all, and there are 
still from 50 to 75 cases here, with several new cases 
reported daily. 

New-OrRLEANS, Sept. 18.—A special from 
Pensacola says: ‘The outlook to-day is far worse 
than it has been since the first case of yellow fever 
was reported; 27 new cases have been bulletined 
by the Board of Health to-day, but only one death. 
The number of deaths in proportion to the number 
of cases is very small, and in many instances the 
disease has been of a mild type. Many colored 
people are being stricken by the disease.” 


WasuHineton, Sept. 18.—The Signal Corps 
station at Cape Henry, Virginia, reports 
to the Chief Signal Officer as follows: 
“Virginia pilots report that at 10:15 
this morning, Italian bark Galileo S., from Pen- 
sacola, bound to Hampton Roads, passed Cape 
Henry, bound in at 8 A. M., with yellow fever 
aboard. Four persons dead.” 


Boston, Sept 18.—The bark Arthur C. 
Wade, of Portland, Me., from Cardenas Aug. 31, 
arrived at this port this morning, and is now 
lying quarantined with yellow fever on board.

GLEANINGS FROMTHE MAILS, 


THE COURSE OF EMPIRE. 
CONTEXT OF BISHOP BERKELEY’S FAMOUS 


LINE, WITH SOME ACCOUNT OF ITS. AU- 
THOR. 
From.the Boston Traveller. 

A correspondent wishes toknow whicn’is the 
right word—star or courss—to be used in the famous 
line by Bishop Berkeley in the closing yerse of hia 
famous poem. “ Course” is the proper word, ac- 
eording to the Rhode Island Historical Society, 
Volume IV. of the publications of that learned 
body, which came out in 1838. It was edited by 
Prof. Romeo Elton, of Brown University. Prof. 
Eltom was of the highest reputation, asa man and 
a scholar, and he stood wellas an author. He died 
as recently as 1870, in Boston, at the age of 80 years. 


Tn the volume that he edited for the Rhode Island 
Historical Society, Prof. Elton plaeed a number 
of biographical notices of eminent men connected 
with Rhode Island's early history. Among the 
yersons thus mentioned is George Berke 
ey, Bishop of Cloyne, of whom Prof. El 
ton probably prepared the best general bio 
Geeks notice; that is likely to be much read, 
am Berkeley, as he then was, arrived at New 
port on the 23d of January, 1729, having been fivd 
months in making the passage from Liverpool, suf: 
ficient time in these days to make the yoyage round 
the world and repeat and then have a month or 
twoin which to rest. The New-England Weekly 
Journal, under date of Jan. 24, published this para 
graph: “ Yesterday arrived here Dean Berkeley; 
of Londonderry, in a pretty large ship. He is 4 
gentleman of middle stature, of an agreeable, pleas 
ant, and erect aspect. He was ushered into the 
town with a great number of gentlemen, to whom 
he behaved after a very complaisant manner. 
‘Tis said he purposes to tarry here with his 
family abeut three months.’”’ The Dean, about 
three months after his arrival at Newport, 
wrote thus toa friend in Dublin: “I can by 
this time say something to you, from my own ex- 
perience, of this place and people. The inhabitants 
are of a mixed kind, consisting of many sects and 
subdivisions of sects. Here are four sorts of Ana- 
baptists, besides Presbyterians, Quakers, Inde- 
pvendents, and many of no profession at all. Not- 
withstanding so many differences, here are fewer 
— about religion than elsewhere, the people 
living peaceably with their neighbors of whatso- 
ever persuasion. They all agree in one point— 
that the Church of England is the second best. 
The climate is like that of Italy, and not colder ig 
the Winter than I have known it everywhere nortt 
of Rome. The Spring is late; but, to make 
amends, they assure me, the Autumns are thé 
finest and longest in the world, and the Summers 
are much pleasanter than those of Italy by all ac- 
counts, forasmuch the grass eontinues green, which 
it doth not there. This island is pleasantly laid ou 
in hills and vales and rising grounds, hath plenty o 
excellent springs and fine rivulets. and many de. 
lightful landscapes of rocks and promontories and 
adjacent lands. The provisions are very good, so 
are the fruits, which are quite neglected, theugh 
vines sprout up of themselves te an extraordinary 
size, and seem as natural to this soilas to any Lever 
saw. Thetown of Newport contains about 6,000 
souls, and is the most thriving place in ail America 
for bigness. It is very pretty and pleasantly situ: 
ated. I was nevermore agreeably surprised than 
at the first sight of the town and harbor.” Hé 
“*purchased a country seat and farm about thres 
miles from Newport, and there erected a house 
which he named Whitehall. He was admitted 
a freeman of the Colony, atthe General Assembiy, 
in May, 1729. He resided at Newport about two 
years and a half, and often preached at Trinity 
Church. * * * During his residence on thé 
island of Rhode Island, he meditated and con» 
posed his ‘Alciphron ;or, Minute Philosopher,’ and, 
tradition says, principally ata place about half a 
mile southerly from Whitehall. There, in the most 
elevated part ot the Hanging Rocks, (so called,) he 
found a natural alcove, roofed, and open to the 
south, commanding at once a beautiful view of the 
ocean and the cireumjacent island. This place is 
said to have been his favorite retreat. His ‘ Minute 
Philosopher’ * * * contains many allusions to 
the scenery about his residence om Rhode Island.” 
“ The following verses,” says Prof. Elton, ** were 
written by Bishop Berkeley during his residence in 
Newport: 
“ON THE PROSPECT OF PLANTING ARTS AND LEAR 
ING IN AMERICA. 
“The muse, disgusted at an age and clime 
Barren of every glorious theme, 
In distant lands now waits a better time, 
Producing subjects worthy fame: 
‘In happy climes, where from the genial sun 
And virgin earth fresh scenes ensue, 
The force of art by nature seems outdone, 
And faneied beauties by the true: 
“In happy climes, the seat of innocence, 
Where nature guides and virtue rules, 
Where men shail not impose for truth and sens¢ 
The pedantry of courts and schools: 
“ There shall be sung another golden age, 
The rise of empire and of arts. 
The good and great inspiring epic rage, 
The wisest heads and noblest hearts. 
“ Not such as Europe breeds in her decay¢ 
Such as she bred when fresh and young, 
When heavenly flame did animate the clay, 
By future ages shall be sung. 
“ Westward the course of empire takes its way} 
The four first acts already past, 
A fifth shall close the drama of the aay; 
Time’s noblest offspring is the last.” 
It will be seen that the first line of the sixth-or last 
verse has the word “course,” not “star.” The 
first line of the fifth verse was “ borrowed” by 
Byron, just as Scott borrowed a line from Freneau, 
and Campbell another. Berkeley came to this 
country on a missionary enterprise, in behalf of 
which he sacrificed an income said to have been 
worth £11,000, equal to not less than $100,000 of 
our present money. Itis hardly necessary to say 
that the enterprise proved a totai failure, the 
colonists, like their descendants or successors, 
finding it cheaper and much more convenient to 
kill Indians than to convert them. He returned to 
Europe in 1732, or thereabout, after having made 
magnificent donations to Yale College and others 
to Harvard College. He sent to Trinity Church 
(Newport) a noble organ, stillinuse. He was made 
Bishop of Cloyne soon after his return to Europe. 
Pope assigned to him “‘ every virtue under heaven,’ 
ps not without some show of reason, for he 
reached to the first rank as a philosopher, and he 
seems almost to have realized the ideal of the 
Christian character. Would Berkeley have admired 
this nation, had he Jived to see the realization of 
his dream? Doubted—though he might have held 
to his view that Time’s work here should be his last.

THE FATAL PARIS DUEL. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Daily Telegraph. 
Fatal duels are now of such rare occurrence 
that the encounter between M. de Massas, editor 


of the Combat, and M. Dichard, director of the 
fetit Caporal, deserves special notice. The quar 
rel which led to this fatal encounter arose out of 
the dissensions in the Bonapartist camp, the Petit 
Caporal being an organ of the section which 
claims Prince Victor as its chief, while M. de Mas- 
sas, in the Combat, sustained the cause of Prince 
‘Napoleon. After the Bonapartist meeting held 
on Aug. 15, the controversy between the 
two journals degenerated into a _ veritable 
aper war, the Combat being  particu- 
larly distinguished by the excessive violence 
of its articles. The duel between the two princi- 
pals who fought yesterday was averted last month 
by the efforts of mutual friends, but still the quar- 
rel went on, anda duel became inevitable. An at- 
tempt to fight on Aug. 28 was frustrated by the Po- 
lice, and the duel was fixed for yesterday in the 
private grounds of a prominent Bonapartist jour- 
nalist at Nogent. Swords were chosen by M. 
Dichard, and by mutual consent each combatant 
wore fencing gauntlets. M.de Massas took the 
offensive with great vigor, and with the second 
thrust inflicted a slight wound on his adversary. 
following it up with acut in the side, and severa 
scratches on the hand. M. Dichard replied witha 
sudden lunge, which escaped the vigilance of the 
second who was watching the combat, and the 
sword entered the breast of M. de Massas, passing 
completely through his right lung. M. de Massas at 
once sank to the ground, and after two or three 
convulsive movements expired in the arms of the 
doctor, who was unable to render any assistance. 
The duel lasted only a minute and ahalf. In the 
course of the afternoon an Imperialist meeting 
had passed a resolution severely condemning the 
Olicy of the Combat, but on the death of its editor 
Secoutng known, it was immediately decided not 
to make the vote public. It is stated that legal 
proceedings are about to be taken in consequence 
of the duel, and M. Dichard’s seconds have placed 
themselves at the disposal of the authorities.

STOCK EXCHANGES. 
From the Pall Mali Gazette. 
In America a fortune is given for the chance 
of making one. It is stated that the membershiy 


in the New-York Stock Exchange of the late A. B, 
Baylis has been sold for $31,000, or £6,200. The 
last previous sale of a membership in the Exchange 
was at $27,000, or £5,400. One can become a mem: 
ber of the London Stock Exchange for a tithe of 
this immense sum, but the difference of value ig 
fundamental. In the one case the monopoly of 
membership is strictly limited; in the other noth- 
ing but want of means or connection keeps a man 
out, and so accommodating is the London Stock 
Exchange that it is at this moment knocking down 
surrounding buildings in order to increase the area 
at the disposal of its members. In Paris the circle 
in which agents de change stand is open only toa 
given number, but, as we saw in the last crisis, this 
is in connection with the official comtrol under 
which the monopoly is placed. The New-York 
monopoly, it was given out some time ago, was to 
be broken by an opposition stock board—we be- 
lieve under Mr. Gould’s patronage—but that 
scheme seems to have failed, and merely because 
the attraction to the best market is paramount. 
Even with the aid of electric appliances, such as 
telephones, a market in which the biggest dealera 
did not congregate would stand little chance of 
attendance from the multitude.

. Now that the list of delegates to the Re- 
publican State Convention is complete, the 
most careful estimate we have been able to 
make shows that Gov. CoRNELL will, on 
the first ballot, command 218 votes. 
Mr. Foreer will have 160, Mr. Wans- 
worTH 68, Mr. Woop 17, Mr. Srarin 
15, and Mr.- Robinson’ 6, leav- 
ing 12 votes : unapvortioned. It will 
be observed that we allot to the Governor 8 
votes less than are claimed for him by his 
friends, but, while not assuming that our 
-pwn advices are infallible, we regard them 
as coming nearer the probable dimensions 
pf the opening vote than the larger estimate 
of the Governor’s strength elsewhere tabu- 
\ated. Of course, there is always the possi- 
bility of a break even before the first ballot 
among the opponents of the Governor. His 
friends possess the inestimable advantage of 
being resolute, united, and confident. The 
ranks of all the other candidates include 
some of his friends, and as the cause of the 
Administration candidate. has been. vir- 
tually abandoned in advance, the diffi- 
culty of holding his vote » together 
sven till aftér the first ballot is 
sufficiently apparent. Whether the free in- 
terchange of views among the delegates now 
beginning to arrive in Saratoga will result in 
making them cling more obstinately to their 
»xpressed preferences or in greatly modify- 
mg the existing classification, is a question 
\bout which information will be awaited 
with interest. 

The appearance at a Republican State 
Convention of agents of Jay GOULD cannot 
be regarded as a healthy symptom in party 
politics. It would probably be difficult for Mr. 
W. R. Gatuaway, Vice-President of the Man- 
hattan Railroad Company, to define clearly 
the nature of his business at Saratoga. He 
is not there as a delegate nor in the capacity 
of a trusted adviser of the Republican Party. 
Bhould the nature of his mission be 
inferred from the character of his associate, 
* Jim’ Ricnmonp, Mr. Gauuaway, will 
pniy have himself to blame. It may be 
doubted, however, whether the methods 
which procured the passage of the Manhat- 
tan tax swindle through the Legislature are 
likely to be equally successful in buying up 
votes to defeat the candidacy of the man 
who stood between the people and that piece 

of rascality. A party convention is not, 
under any circumstances, a promising field 
for the arts of the lobbyist, and there 
is no evidence that the Saratoga 
Convention contains a large proportion of 
purchasable delegates. The presence of 
GOULD’s agents will act as a reminder of 
,, the most potent cause of the opposition to 


Gov. CorNELL, and in that way is more 
likely to help his success than to Linder it, 


receipts and expenditures of the Post Office 
Department will show that for the last fiscal 
year the department earned at least one 
million of dollars in excess of its’ ex- 
penditures. It is 82 years since the pos- 
tal service of the United States ceased to 
be self-sustaining, and for the last ten years 
it has shown an annual average deficiency 
of about five millions of dollars. Since 
1850 the extent of post routes in miles has 
nearly doubled, the number of Post Offices 
has more than doubled, the salaries of Post- 
masters have increased five and one-half 
times, and the cost of transporting the 
mails eight times. The achievement of 
placing our postal system on a paying basis 
is one for which the credit belongs almost 
solely to Mr. THomas L. James. In the 
hands cf a man less able and resolute 
than he the task would have been impos- 
sible, and had he done nothing more than 
restore honest administration to the star 
route department of his office he would 
have deserved the lasting gratitude of his 
fellow-countrymen. The two millions saved 
on star route expenses in one year rep- 
resent but a part of Mr. JAmzs’s adminis- 
trative success, though it was the part which 
needed all his energy and firmness to carry 
out, and called down on his head the most 
virulent abuse. 


Mr. Buck, Representative in Congress 
from the First (Hartford) District of Con- 
necticut, is reported to have said that ‘‘ the 
Knit Goods bill, in which Connecticut's 
manutacturers were greatly interested, 
hinged upon the passage of the River and 
Harbor bill.’”’ In this curious declaration 
the entire Connecticut delegation in the 
House, of whom one is a Democrat and 
three are Republicans, join. Nothing could 
show more plainly and conclusively the de- 
moralization which the system of favoritism 
known as a protective tariff has wrought in 
the national legislature. The Knit Goods 
bill wasin itself comparatively a just and rea- 
sonable one—that is to say, it was framed to 
carry out the original intent of Congress 
with reference to its subject matter, and 
though the duty it imposed on imported 
knit goods was exorbitant and oppressive, it 
was not anew duty. But this bill, since it 
affected private interests for no public ad- 
vantage, was seized upon by the promoters 
of the River and Harbor bill as affording a 
promising basis for a trade. There is no 
doubt that a great part of the tariff meas- 
ures have been made use of in a like man- 
ner, and this is unavoidable so long as rev- 
enue measures are arranged not for the lk- 
gitimate purposes of revenue, but to tram- 
mel the freedom of commerce and industry 
and tax the consumer for the benefit of spe- 
cial interests. 


Yesterday’s City Record contains the 
official minutes of Saturday’s meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen. They 
include details of over forty resolutions 
authorizing the placing of signs, show- 
cases, coal-boxes, stands, and other ob- 
structions on the public thoroughfares, 
which were returned without the approval 
of the Mayor. They also contain the record 
of a score of similar resolutions passed over 
the Mayor’s veto by the requisite majority 
of the board. The Jaw makes it the duty 
of the Aldermen ‘‘ to prevent encroach- 
ments upon and obstructions to the streets, 
highways,”’ &c., and expressly provides 
that ‘‘ they shall have no power to author- 
ize the placing or continuing of any en- 
croachment or obstruction upon any street 
or sidewalk except the temporary oc- 
cupation thereof during the erection 
or repair of a building on a_ lot 
opposite the same.’’ Yet the business 
of the Aldermen, which is done at an annual 
cost to the tax-payers of $64,250, chiefly 
consists in the deliberate evasion of this pro- 
vision of law. But one Alderman—Mr. 
Hawes—seems to vote, consistently and 
steadily, to sustain the Mayor’s position in 
regard to sidewalk signs and street obstruc- 
tions, and a solid vote of 16 to 18 is 
always forthcoming to override the 
vetoes of resolutions which, in spirit, if 
not in letter, are clearly illegal. Were there 
anything like public spirit or municipal pride 
among the mass of voters in this City, the 
Aldermanic advocates of barbers’ poles and 
coal-boxes would be promptly retired to pri- 
vate life. 





CERTAIN STATE RIGHTS. 

** An Orleans County lawyer”’ is reported 
by our Rochester correspondent as having 
remarked: ‘‘We have no desire to stick 
thorns into the Administration, but, on the 
other hand, we will not tolerate any of its 
interference in our State affairs.”’ This 
is a very plain expression of a sentiment 
which prevails throughout the State toa 
degree not generally understood by the ma- 
chine managers, and it is a sentiment entire- 
ly natural and justifiable. The people of 
the State of New-York, as well as 
those of any other State, are entitled 
to choose their Governor in their own way 
and according to their own judgment. That 
is a right which, intheory, the most extreme 
advocate of centralization would not ven- 
ture to deny. But interference with the 
nomination of the Republicans of this State 
is clearly a violation of that right, because, 
practically, after the nominations are made 
the only choice possible is between the two 
candidates. A third candidate might defeat 
one of the others, but in the present condi- 
tion of public opinion in the State he would 
stand no chance of being himself elected. 
The right of the Republicans of New-York 
to make their choice freely and fairly, with- 
out the intervention of the Federal Adminis- 
tration, without compulsion or corruption, 
direct or indirect, is a peculiarly strong one, 


because the party now has the Governor, 


and since he has made a most excellent of- 
ficer the party is entitled to all the advantage 
to be gained from that fact. 

Nor this alone. The State Constitution 
was altered before the last election for Gov- 
ernor, mainly through the action of the 
Republican Party, so as to» concentrate 
power and responsibility alike in the hands 
of the Chief Executive. This was done 
avowedly to enable the people to judge ac- 
curately and fairly of the merits of a Gov- 
ernor. It was argued that, in the first in- 
stance, the dignity and power of the office 
would be such that party nominations would 
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be likely to. be made with more care, and 
the voters would have a choice between men 
of greater ability and higher standing than 
had previously been offered them. It was. 
further argued that when a man had occu- 
pied the position of Governor three years, 
and had performed his duty well, it would 
be the best possible proof of the wisdom of 
re-electing him, and politicians reasoned 
that this would be a sound party 
reason for the change. The new Con- 
stitution has worked better than was ex- 
pected. Owing to the power of the machine 
at the time that Gov. CoRNELL was elected, 
his choice as a Republican candidate did not 
encourage those who had hoped for a bene- 
ficial influence from the amendments upon 
nominations. He was more distinctly a 
machine candidate than any of his predeces- 
sors, and he narrowly escaped defeat on 
that account. But in office he has shown 
very clearly the effect of the increased re- 
sponsibility resting upon him, and has de- 
voted himself with singular fidelity to the 
steady and honorable discharge of his duty. 
He has trusted his political future to the ap- 
preciation of this fact by the people, and if 
the people were left to a fair exercise of their 
own discretion he would be found not to 
have trusted in vain. 


Under these circumstances it is nothing 
less than an outrage that the Republicans of 
the State should not have entire liberty to 
renominate Gov. CoRNELL, But as a mat- 
ter of fact they have not. They are inter- 
fered with by the Federal Administration in 
a variety of ways. ‘The Administration has 
placed the chief member of the Cabinet in 
the field as an opponent of Gov. CoRNELL, 
and has caused it to be understood that sup- 
port of Judge FoieaErR would be the price 
of its favors. The great army of its office- 
holders have been set to work to defeat the 
Governor’s nomination. The influence, di- 
rect and indirect, of the Administration has 
been exerted persistently and unscrupu- 
lously to prevent the Republicans of the 
State from manifesting their preference for 
Mr. CorneEuu. In other words, the Federal 
Administration has been doing all that it 
could do, and much that it never ought to 
do, to interfere with the working of the 
most important principle in the Constitu- 
tion of the State of New-York, a principle 
incorporated in the Constitution for the 
express purpose of giving the people a 
better means of securing a proper Chief 
Executive for the State. This is a flagrant 
violation of those rights of the State which 
it is essential should be vigilantly guarded 
and firmly maintained. For upon the State 
Government rests the task of administering 
all the most important and intimate 
affairs of its citizens. It is respon- 
sible for the order and _ peace of 
the community, for the security of life and 
property, for the execution of the laws, for 
the efficiency and impartiality of the courts 
of justice, for the regulation of corporate 
franchises. It touches the people at a hun- 
dred points which the Federal Government 
does not reach, and when the Federal Ad- 
ministration interferes with the right of the 
people of the State to choose their State ad- 
ministration, it impedes public functions 
which not only do not concern it, but which 
it can in no way itself perform. Its inter- 
ference is a usurpation, mischievous and in- 
tolerable. It is peculiarly so when the Fed- 
eral Administration employs its control over 
patronage for this purpose, because such 
use of patronage, such abuse of the power 
of appointment and remoyal, is a betrayal 
of trust and a wrong to the people of the 
State and to the people of the whole coun- 
try. It deserves the most pronounced con- 
demnation and should meet with the de- 
termined opposition of every good citizen. 
That the Federal Government should seek 
to dictate the choice of a Governor is a 
grave fault; that it should try to enforce 
that dictation by the corrupt and corrupting 
employment of the spoils of Federal office 
is an insult to the people of New-York. 


THE MASSACHUSETTS CONVEN- 
ZIONS. 

The Massachusetts Democrats hold their 
State Convention in Boston to-day, and the 
Republican delegates meet at Worcester to- 
morrow. ‘There seems to be very little 
doubt that Gen. BuTLER is to receive the 
Democratic nomination for Governor. It 
is evidently at his service if he cares to take 
it in the face of the strong probability that 
it will only give him another expensive de- 
feat in his long-cherished aspirations. It may 
be regarded as something of a triumph for 
the redoubtable General that a regular party 
nomination is at his command. It is many 
years now since he was seized with the am- 
bition to sit in state beneath the gilded dome 
that crowns Beacon Hill. He has professed 
an eager desire to shake up the dry bones 
of administration in the Bay State and in- 
troduce reforms for which the people are 
suffering. But the difficulty has been that 
the people seem to be unconscious of their 
sufferings, and the reforms which are to 
give them relief have never been very 
clearly defined. BuTLeR made several at- 
tempts to secure the Republican nomination 
for the purpose of carrying out his benevo- 
lent purposes, but without success. He 
then betook himself to the Greenbackers 
and the Prohibitionists, and obtained all the 
comfort that could be derived from the can- 
didacy of a third or fourth party which 
was not even able to wield ‘‘the bal- 
ance of power.’’ He posed as the friend 
of the laboring man and the Irish 
citizen and created a division in the Demo- 
cratic ranks which led to his being the candi- 
date of the most numerous but least respect- 
able portion of the party of JEFFERSON and 
Jackson and BucHANAN and Jerr Davis. 
But that did not make him Governor. At 
last he appears to have won over, or at least 
to have secured, the acquiescence in his 
candidacy of the ‘‘silver-top’’ leaders of the 
‘‘ grand old party.” 

Gen. Butter has been working all these 
years on a hard problem, that of getting 
himself elected Governor without being the 
candidate of the majority. He has gone 
to a great deal of expense and wasted 
a vast amount of energy in his at- 
tempt to solve this political puz- 
zie, and is not yet willing to admit 
that the thing cannot be done. It has been 
demonstrated so many times that the Repub- 
licans have a firm hold upon a majority of 
the votes in Massachusetts that there is no 
manner of doubt on that subject, and yet 
Gen. BUTLER continues to look for the break 


that is to loosen that hold. He is as reluc- 
tant as any other man to go into a losing 
fight, and yet it is hard to see what hope 
he can have for winning as the regular 
Democratic candidate. Perhaps he may 
get the united Democratic vote, but that is 
not enough. He is said to have hoped for 
an independent Republican movement early 
in the canvass, but it did not come, for the 
sufficient reason that there was no ground 
for it. Massachusetts Republicans are all 
independent, and so long as they control 
their own nominations they have no provo- 
cation for starting new movements. If 
they had, a man who is content with no 
position less than that of ‘‘ boss ”’ is about 
the last person they would select to take 
the lead. 

While there is no prospect of a division 
among the Bay State Republicans, the work 
of their convention is not likely torun quite 
so smoothiy as usual this year. It was all 
laid out in the customary manner early in 
the canvass by the State Committee. It 
was arranged that Senator Hoar should pre- 
side and that Representative Roprnson 
should head the committee charged with 
framing the party platform, which was to be 
a progressive sort of document, full of the 
elements of harmony and strength. In this 
arrangement was a sort of quiet recognition 
of the fact that Mr. Hoar was all right 
for the retention of his place in the Senate. 
Congressman CRAPO was early on the track 
for the nomination for Governor, and it 
looked as though he would have a tolerably 
clear field. All this was before the veto of 
the River and Harbor Appropriation bill 
and the extraordinary vote by which it was 
overridden. Nowhere was public opinion 
more emphatic and more clearly ex- 
pressed against the objectionable features 
of that measure than in Massachu- 
setts, and yet both her Senators and 
all but two of her Representatives who voted 
at all upon it were recorded in favor of pass- 
ing the bill over the veto. Among the of- 
fenders were Senator Hoar and Congress- 
man Crapo, and never dida people or a 
party have a better opportunity for adminis- 
tering a merited rebuke than was presented 
by the position of these two men. 


Is this rebuke going to be administered? 
Senator Hoar has already made a labored 
defense of his support of the River and 
Harbor bill, and it is not unlikely that he 
may recur to it in his speech before the con- 
vention to-morrow, but it is doubtful if he 
has changed or will change any man’s con- 
victions regarding the merits of his course. 
The only question is whether the offense is 
to be overlooked. Mr. Hoar’s personal 
contest will come in the Legislature next 
Winter, but its chances are to be determined 
by the coming election. He is an 
able man, probably a well-meaning man, 
but Massachusetts Republicans would 
have difficulty in filling his place 
with one as able and as well-meaning and 
possessed of more practical sagacity, if they 
should think proper just now to show their 
firmness and fidelity to principle. Mr, 
CRrApo’s chances have been visibly damaged 
by his vote on the River and Harbor bill, 
and it has brought one of his principal 
rivals for the nomination, Mr. Brsuop, to 
the very front of the contest. It does not 
appear that Mr. Bisnop is not as well quali- 
fied for the office of Governor as Mr. 
Crapo, while he has done nothing de- 
serving of punishment. If Crapo should 
be nominated it is probable that Mr. 
Hoar’s re-election would be assured, but if 
Bishop becomes the candidate the opposi- 
tion to Hoar will be strengthened. In either 
case the Republicans will probably remain 
united and will elect both their Governor 
and their Senator, but it would bea most 
wholesome thing for the whole country if 
the river and harbor iniquity should re- 
ceive the conspicuous rebuke that would be 
implied in the defeat of two such prominent 
and otherwise unobjectionable men as Sena- 
tor Hoar and Mr. Crapo for giving it their 
countenance and support.

ARABI’S PUNISHMENT. 

The London Zimes has made up its mind 
about ARABI. Two days ago it was still in 
doubt. There was an “ if’? in the way. “If 
the lives of ARABI Pasha and his immediate 
followers are to be spared,’’ said the Zimes 
in its issue of Saturday, ‘‘ these men must 
be put, once and for all, out of 
the way of doing further harm.’”’ Upon 
maturer reflection the Zimes concludes that 
this is not a time for trifling. Yesterday 
morning it said: ‘‘ Punishment for the 
crime of rebellion is death, and without vin- 
dictiveness it may be said that never was 
that punishment more richly earned than 
by Arasr Pasha and his chiefs.”’ This 
deliverance will be read with great 
satisfaction by Mr. GuLapsTtonge and 
JosEPH CHAMBERLAIN. From some chance 
expressions which escaped him in the 
heat of debate a few years ago when the 
Turks were occupying their leisure mo- 
ments in skinning and burning Bulgarians, 
the world has inferred that Mr. GLADSTONE 
was an unusually kind and humane man. 
Indeed, his enemies have of late sneer- 
ingly remarked that a sentimental states- 
man like him would be quite capable of 
withdrawing from Egypt, ‘‘bag and bag- 
gage,’’ now that the ‘‘rebellion”’ is crushed, 
and leaving the fruits of the war to be gath- 
ered and enjoyed by the Khédive or some 
other European power less absurdly scrupu- 
lous than England. But the voice of the 
English people has been heard through the 
London Zimes, and Mr. GLADSTONE’ course 
is plain. Considerations of personal respon- 
sibility may be waived now that the Prime 
Minister has received his mandate from the 
Times, 

There remains simply the question of 
means. How shall Aras and his chiefs be 
killed? In India some years ago certain 
natives who had rebelled against the British, 
whom they looked upon as invaders and in- 
fidel conquerors, were blown. from the 
mouths of cannon. This picturesque meth- 
od of punishing the crime of rebellion is pe- 
culiarly appropriate to Eastern countries, 
since the mutilation of the body is there 
looked upon with inexpressible dread as en- 
dangering the future life and happiness of 
the victim. Perhaps the Times and those 
it represents would be satisfied if ARABI 
were to be blown from one of his own guns. 
Mere shooting would be too plain and com- 
monplace a penalty for his great crimes. The 
bowstring, poison, sewing up in a bag and 
throwing into the Nile. and some other fa- 


miliar Oriental ways of ridding the earth of 
inconvenient personages, are associated 
rather with the intrigues of the harem than 
with the awful dignity of war. But there 
is the good old Christian custom of 
hanging by the neck—a good deal can be 
said for that. This has been a victory of 
Christians over infidels. Why should not 
Christian punishment be meted out? Hang- 


ing is the form the death penalty at present 


takes in England; and Egypt, for all prac- 
tical purposes, is now England. If ARABI 
had conquered and captured Sir GARNET 
WOLSELEY, we know very well from the 
desperate and cruel character of the man 
that he would with his own personal sword 
have decapitated him in the public square 
of Cairo. Per contra, it is now Sir GARNET’S 
privilege and plain duty to hang ARABI. 
The laws and customs of war justify every 
penalty the conqueror is strong enough to 
impose, and England’s convenience just 
now calls for the slaying of Arasr. He 
should, therefore, be slain. 

But if Mr. GLApstone and his Cabinet of 
so-called Liberal Ministers shrink from this 
extreme course, there is a short and easy 
way to shirk the responsibility. Mr. Guap- 
STONE has repeatedly declared that England 
had no selfish purpose in this war. She 
did not want Egypt, but only order 
in Egypt. All the rest, after order 
had been restored, would be left to 
the Khédive. To the Khédive, then, ARABI 
should be left. It is stated that he and the 
other rebels will be tried by court-martial. 
If the Khédive organizes these courts-mar- 
tial, and the English civil and military of- 
ficers in Egypt leave him free to direct their 
proceedings, it is morally certain that 
Arasr and his chiefs will very speedily 
be put out of the way. The Khé- 
dive cannot afford to displease his 
English masters. He is in the hollow 
of their hand. Anant, defeated and in 
prison, he no longer fears. It will be en- 
tirely safe to kill him. It might not be safe 
not to kill him; certainly not, if the English 
want him killed. The highly civilized and 
humane English nation may consequently 
wash its hands of the whole business and 
leave ‘‘ Egypt to the Egyptians” until the 
rebels are dead and turned toclay. Later 
on, of course, it might have to intervene in 
aid of the Khédive and order. 


There is, however, another view of this 
question which certain rigid moralists will 
take; itis, in fact, just the view a large- 
hearted, humane, and truly liberal Eng- 
lish statesman, like Mr. GtLapstong, 
say, might have been expected to 
take had he been in Opposition. England 
has not dealt in Egypt with rebels against 
the authority of the Queen. ARABI owes 
no shadow of allegiance to the British 
Crown. The question of the British right 
to interfere at all may be waived here. If 
there was any rebellion, it was against the 
Khédive. But the Khédive unaided could 
never have crushed the rebellion and cap- 
tured the arch-rebels. Whatever power 
TEWFIK now has over ARABI he derives 
from the British. If he pardons, it is not to 
him but to the British that Arasr and his 
chiefs should be grateful for the mercies 
shown them. Conversely, 1f the Khédive 
metes out ‘‘ the punishment of the crime of 
rebellion,’’ which, according to the Lon- 
don Times, ‘‘is death,’’ it is not 
his, but British, vengeance they will feel. 
ARABI Pasha occupied a new and unique 
position among rebels. As England deals 
with him, so will her civilization and interna- 
tional morality be judged. Mr. Gurapstone 
not long ago had something to say about 
blood-guiltiness. He knows the peculiar 
meaning of those words, for he is a pro- 
found student of Greek history. Will Eng- 
land, under him, redden her hands with the 
blood of this Egyptian ? 

THE REAL AZTECS. 

It never seems to have occurred to any 
one that there was anything strange about 
the total disappearance of the Aztec civiliza- 
tion in Mexico. When Cortez landed in 
Mexico he found a nation of highly civilized 
people living in magnificent cities, and hay- 
ing more gold in their houses than they 
could well use in spite of the fact that their 
frying-pans and pie-plates and coffee-pots 
were made of the precious metal. The Az- 
tecs had a religion that, much as the 
Spaniards abhorred it, was undoubtedly 
ingenious and elaborate. They had a litera- 
ture that was purely American, and they 
were addicted to sculpture, esthetic crock- 
ery, and the other arts. The City of Mexico 
was, on the whole, much more magnificent 
than any European city. It covered a vast 
extent of ground, and was a sort of com- 
bined Venice and Granada. As for the Az- 
tecs themselves, they were numerous, brave 
when they thought it worth while to fight, 
gentle when they were peaceful, and pos- 
sessed of nearly all the virtues except that of 
burning heretics. 


The Aztecs and their civilization have 
totally disappeared. This disappearance 
does not seem to have been the slow work 
of centuries, though to be sure very few 
centuries have elapsed since the landing of 
CorTEz. So far as can be learned the dis- 
appearance of the Aztecs took place the day 
after CoRTEZ conquered their empire, for 
all subsequent Spaniards were unable to find 
them. Not only did the Aztecs vanish, giving 
place to savage and degraded Indians, but 
they took their cities with them. Not a 
trace of the splendid buildings which 
CortTEz found in every Mexican city re- 
mained to bear witness to the departed 
grandeur of the Aztecs. At the pres- 
ent day there is a collection of crum- 
bling mounds and ruined masonry in Yu- 
catan and Central America, but it is uni- 
versally believed that these were the remains 
of a civilization which preceded that of the 
Aztecs. The disappearance of Aztec litera- 
ture may be due to the fact that the Span- 
iards burned all the books they could find, 
lest cheap reprints of them should destroy 
the Spanish book trade, but we can only 
explain the disappearance of Aztec art by 
the supposition that the Aztecs, when they 
disappeared, took their statues, paintings, 
and esthetic crockery with them. 

Such a disappearance of a whole nation 
is something quite unprecedented. When 
the barbarians overthrew the Roman Empire, 
the Romans remained, and preserved their 
civilization and tea-pots without any appar- 
ent difficulty, and when the Normans con- 
quered England, the Saxon inhabitants 
never thought of getting up in the night 


and migrating to some unknown country 
with all their houses and other possessions. 
A conquered nation remains at home and 
makes the best of it, and the conquerors, if 
they at all resemble the Spaniards who fol- 
lowed CorTEz, appropriate the property of 
the conquered. That the Aztecs should 
have left their country secretly is sufficient- 
ly incredible, but when we remember that 
they have never since been heard of, we are 
compelled to believe either that they did not 
migrate, or that they all drowned them- 
selves, having previously tied their houses 
around their necks as anchors. 

But now comes an intelligent scientific 
person, who has studied the ruins of Yuca- 
tan and has learned all about the Aztecs that 
any man can learn, and who utterly denies 
that they ever were civilized. He main- 
tains that the Aztecs in the time of CorTEz 
were precisely like the Pueblo Indians of 
modern days; that their cities were nothing 
more than vast communal houses like those 
in which the Pueblos live, and that all the 
stories of their magnificence and of the 
wealth and civilization of the Aztec Empire 
were invented by the Spaniards. According 
to this scientific person, neither the Aztecs 
nor their civilization ever disappeared. On 
the contrary, they adopted the methods of 
building employed by the Spaniards; suf- 
fered their old communal houses made of 
sun-dried brick to crumble into shapeless 
mounds, and learned the art of revolution, 
and so became the Mexicans of modern times. 

This theory is certainly 4 very plausible 
one. Nothing is more probable than that 
the Spaniards told lies about the Aztecs, and 
nothing is more improbable than the theory 
that the Aztecs mysteriously disappeared. 
‘When, however, we make up our minds that 
the Aztecs were dirty, ignorant savages like 
the Pueblos, all the romance of the Spanish 
conquest vanishes. 

If Cortez had been able to tell the truth 
he would have given the Spanish press a 
very different picture;of Mexico from that 
which he did give. In all probability he 
found the City of Mexico consisting of half 
a dozen big communal houses, each hold- 
ing, say, ten thousand greasy Indians. Mon- 
TEZUMA, the local chief, doubtless came to 
CorTEz, remarked ‘‘ Big Injun me,” and 
begged for whisky. The head men of the 
tribe teased the Spaniards to put up twen- 
ty-five-cent pieces for them to shoot at 
with their bows and arrows, and the 
squaws sold moccasins and small models 
of birch canoes to the soldiers. Their 
literature consisted of rude figures traced. 
on the bark of trees with their hunting- 
knives, and closely resembling the similar 
drawings traced on fences by schoolboys. 
Probably Montezuma got drunk and at- 
tempted to tomahawk a trader, or some en- 
terprising squaw stole a blanket from Cor- 
TEZ, whereupon he informed his soldiers 
that a terrible Indian war had broken out 
and that the hostiles must be slaughtered 
without mercy. When the Indians had 
been sufficiently beaten the Spaniards pulled 
down the communal houses in order to use 
the bricks for building Spanish villas, and 
made the natives work as slaves on Spanish 
plantations. 

This is painfully in contrast with the 
brilliant stories told by Cortez, but it is 
doubtless the real truth, and we may here- 
after look upon the Aztec civilization asa 
fable quite as baseless as the fable of Atlan- 
tis and its wonderful people. 





If any opera bouffe librettist isin want of 
a topic we confidently direct his attention to the 
penitentiary in Hudson County, N. J. A prison 
does not at first blush seem to be a topic fruitful of 
mirth, but that is only because it is impossible to 
imagine anything half so absurd as the sober story 
of last week’s happenings at Snake Hill. At the last 
election a Republican Board of Freeholders was 
chosen to succeed a similar band of Democratic 
statesmen. Before the Republicans came into pow- 
er, however, the county officers mostly resigned, so 
that the outgoing Democrats should reappoint them 
for fixed terms, and thus deprive the Republicans of 
their patronage. But the Warden of the penitentiary 
preferred to take his chances with the Republicans. 
His term had some months to run, and he did not 
feel sure of reappointment. So he did not resign, 
but the Freeholders who went out of power in 
May none the less appointed a successor, whose 
eventful term was to begin in September. He was 
prompt in taking possession—or in seeking to— 
and his first act was most becoming to a citizen 
of a country the palladium of whose lib- 
erties is universal suffrage and the doctrine 
that all government derives its just powers 
from the consent of the governed. Upon applying 
at the jail he was most courteously received by the 
incumbent Warden, and given every opportunity 
to explain the case to the prisoners, which he did 
in the most painstaking manner. They ‘* gave 
three cheers, and were led by him to the supper 
table.”” At this point the old Warden seemed to 
think that the line should be drawn. He refused 
to surrender the official records, and retired to the 
warden'’s rooms. The under keepers were next 
addressed by the eloquent claimant, and his per- 
suasive statement that he held the power of dis- 
missal quiekly won their adhesion. This, we are 
told, operated asa ‘constructive rescue’ of the 
260 prisoners. The ‘‘ rescue,”” however, seems to 
have been purely a legal fiction and of doubtful 
benefit, for, as matter of fact, the keys were “‘ lost,” 
and the prisoners were fast in their cells. That is, 
most of them were. The convict mail-carrier was 
at the Post Office, and three others were “ fishing 
outside the gates.’’ They said to the constable that 
they ‘* would have to go home for a night’s shel- 
ter,” and it is not for a moment to be thought 
that such perfect gentlemen would take ad- 
vantage of a “constructive rescue.” Next 
day the plot moved quickly. The storming 
party, in their own phrase, resolved to “fire out” 
the man who was “‘holding the fort." The scholiast 
explains that this meant he was to be thrown 
forcibly into the Hackensack River, unless he sur- 
rendered. While he temporized, his counsel ap- 
plied fora warrant for the arrest of the intruder. 
The real scheme was not to arrest him, but to at- 
tack in such force that he should be overpowered 
and ejected without a struggle. But when the 
attempt was made each of the seven gates was 
found doubly barred and defended by armed men. 
Other incidents of the day were the arrival of 300 
visitors, who could not be admitted, because of 
the ‘‘accident” to the keys, and also of avan- 
load of new “guests.”” The driver of the Black 
Maria surrendered them to the old Warden, and 
of course, the new Warden refused them his 
hospitality. We are not told what became of 
them, but they doubtless ‘“‘went home for a 
night’s shelter.” We are pleased to learn that 
“no serious trouble” has yet resulted from what 
is very properly termed this ‘‘singular conflict of 
authority,” and the suggestion that there is reason 
to fear it may injuriousiy affect the discipline of 
the prison might almost be our ewn, so reasonable 
does it seem. The last act was the boarding up of 
the old Warden in his rooms, and the end is 


not yet. 
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What is to become of the great Irish man- 
sion houses? Is the close of the next decade to 
find half of themin decay? It is difficult to see 
how this can be otherwise if matters continue as 
they are. The Land Commission has in many cases 
reduced rentals of farms from 10 to 30 per cent., 
few landlords have other sources of income, and in 
most cases it was as much as they could do to keep 
up their places before the troubles began. Among 
the foolish vanities of the Irish'gentry the erection 
of places on infinitely too great a seale for the in- 
comes available to maintain them has been con- 


spicuous. As a consequence, you see in manj 
cases vast mansions often sadly in need of paink 
more or less out of repair, and surrounded 
by ill-kept grounds, It isquite common to see | 
the hands of a man with £10,000 a year an area J 
pleasure ground and garden for the maintenance 
of which thrice that amount would be deemed 
requisite in England. The extent of what is 
called the demesne is amazing in some Irish 
seats. At Curraghmore (Lord WATERFORD’s) 
it is 3,000 acres. At Rockingham, Mr. Kine Han 
MAN’S, 2,000. At another seat you travel through 
about five miles of private road from the turnpike 
road to the house. Many of these houses contain 
from 40 to 80rooms, and have cost from $25,000 ta 
over $500,000. In some are splendid pictures, 
statuary, &c. This applies even to some in very 
remote places, Lord Suiao’s, in Mayo, for instance, 
About the finest mansion in the country is Lord 
BeEtMonre’s, in Fermanagh. It has crippled the 
finances of the family to this day. There are very 
few parks under deer in Ireland—probably now 
not 30 in the whole country. Where they exist, the 
park is rarely around the house as in England, but 
ina place apart. Red deer, are we believe, only 
found now in Kerry.

One of the questions raised at the last meet- 
ing of the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science has attracted less attention than 
it deserved, namely, the progress that has been re« 
cently made in microscopic objectives, and the 
value of such combinations as that of Prof. Ansry;, 
which under the style of Ziess object glass has o 
casioned universal comment in Europe. The leng 
devised by Prof. Anpry combines with the glasses 
a drop of oil of the same refracting register as the 
seetions of a sphere themselves, placed between 
the object to be examined and the opening of the 
lens system. This device has proved remarkably 
successful in increasing the power of the micro- 
scope, but the question with the association wag 
whether the new invention was likely to superseda 
the old and narrow-angle glasses for ordinary clin- 
ical and biological work. The conclusion arrived 
at was that such lenses were only valuable for 
special purposes, and could not be used to ad. 
vantage in the clinical and biological laboratory. 
The difficulty waich renders any advance in the 
power of the microscopic objective of no compara- 
tive effect, unless the advance is a very extraordi- 
nary one, has never been properly set forth to the 
average reader; and most intelligent people natu- 
rally suppose, when the invention of a new com- 
bination is announced which addsto the power 
of the instrument materially, that something of 
importance has been added to our means of optical 
analysis. In reality there is no practical differ- 
ence in revealing power between 1,000 diameters 
and 5,000 diameters. The reason is this: the mi- 
nutest forms of organic life yet discovered, the prix 
mary monads, are clearly developed and defined 
at the former power; toapply the latter increases 
their apparent magnitude, but adds nothing to our 
knowledge of their structure. They are minute 
transparent spherules about one four-thousandth 
of a millimétre in diameter, with a dana 
ing movement—the simplest form under 
which living matter exists. Beyond them na 
discovery has yest been made which justifies the 
use of the high powers that have been soa 
frequently described; and unless a lens shall be 
produced that will reveal objects one-millionth 
of a millimétre in diameter, it is not probable that 
invention in this direction can add materially 
to our stock of scientific information. This wag 
the verdict arrived at by the New-York Academy 
of Sciences when the celebrated Tolles objective, 
whose power was as high as 7,500 diameters, wad 
exhibited before that body by Dr. Epnram Currer,, 
and the American Association has but confirmed 
the judgment of the smaller body, and of practi- 
cal microscopic experts everywhere. A power of 
100,000 diameters, if such a power were attaina- 
ble, might possibly introduce direct optical 
analysis to the domain of molecular physics, and 
thus add something material to our sources of 
knowledge. But sucha power is hopeless of at- 
tainment; besides, no stand could be devised whose, 
adjustments would be delicate enough to render it} 
of practical use. 
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The Federal Reporter, which continues to 
give the Bar a satisfactory account of the decisiong 
of subordinate Federal courts, mentions, in ita 
most recent number, a Circuit Court opinion by 
Justice Frexp presenting a novel and important 
view of taxation of corporations. The corporation 
involved was the Southern Pacific Ratlroad Com- 
pany, chartered by California, and pretty heavily 
taxed by that State during 1880 and 1881. The 
road was subject to a large mortgage, but the 
Assessors appraised the company’s property (fran< 
chise and everything) at actual value, and refused 
to allow any deduction for the mortgage debt. 
Now, natural persons would be allowed unde 
similar circumstances a deduction for debts, there- 
fore the railroad company complained that the tax 
demanded of them was an unequalone. But the 
State Board of Equalization refused to allow any 
relief, and the State judiciary treated its decision 
as final, and was about to enforce payment of the 
tax. Thereupon the company prayed to remova 
the cause to the Federal court, claiming that tha 
fourteenth amendment protects corporations 
against unequal taxation by the States. Justice 
Frevp, though he deelines to express an opinion at 
present, calls attention to the practical importance 
ofthe question and says that it must be formally 
brought to the Federal court for decision. The 
fourteenth amendment forbids any State to de- 
prive any person of property without due process 
of law or te deny to any person the equal 
protection of tne laws. Every one knows that the 
chief purpose of the people in adopting it was to 
prevent the States from diseriminating against the 
colored race. Tne desire was to prevent all dis- 
criminating or partial legislation against any race 
or class; to secure to every one equal protection 
and like rights and remedies. Thus, no doubt, it 
forbids taxing the property of negroes, Jews, 
Chinese, or any class of individuals more heavily 
than like property of other persons. But the 
amendment does not mention the different races; 
nothing is said of negroes particularly; the 
word used is “persons,” and the argument 
for the railroad is that corporations are 
“ artificial persons,” and are included equally with 
natural persons. And in support of this view it is 
to be remembered that the incorporated companies 
are composed of natural persons, and that when. 
ever they are unjustly taxed, the natural persons—~ 
the stockholders—are the real sufferers; also, that 
the old and tamiliar constitutional clauses declar« 
ing that “no person shall be deprived’’ of prop 
erty, &c., have generally been, without much ques« 
tion, deemed available in favor of companies. The 
eonseauences of a decision of the Supreme Court 
fully sustaining the claim of the railroad company; 
may be important and sweeping.

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STAR ROUTE SERVICE COST 
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SAVED FROM THE GRASP OF THE 
BRADY RING. 

AT LEAST $1,000,000 SAVED THROUGH THE 
REFORM BEGUN BY MR. JAMES—THE 
COST AS ESTIMATED BY BRADY AND THE 
ACTUAL AMOUNT EXPENDED--FOREMAN 
DICKSON’S ARROGANCE. 

Wasuineton, Sept. 18.—The official state- 
ment of the receipts and expenditures of the 
Post Office Department for the last fiscal vear, 
which ended June 30, 1882, will not be com- 
pleted for two or three weeks yet, but it is be- 
lieved that one can safely assume that the 
ttatement will show that for those 12 months 
the receipts exceeded the expenditures by at 
least $1,000,000. The official announcement 
will show what have been the results in 
one direction of reform in the department. 
The magnitude of the achievement can hardly 
be over-estimated. The people wiil remember 
that this result was reached by the honest ad- 
ministration of the department under Mr. 
James, who cut off $1,500,000 a year of Brady’s 
jobbery. 

The cost of the star service under Brady in 
1879 was $6,401,820. In 1880 it rose to $7,321,- 
449. Before the fiscal year 1881 was ,end- 
ed the change took place and _ the 
work of reform began. The cost for 
that year was $6,957,355, the appropriation 
having been $7,375,000. Brady, looking for- 
ward to an extension of his scheme, had esti- 
mated the cost for the year just ended at 
§5,260,000, and Congress gave $7,900,000. In 
the report for 1881 Mr. Elmer declared that if 
no orders reducing the star service had been 
made the sum _ needed for the _ cur- 
rent year would have been $9,000,000. 
There is some difference between $9,000,000 
and the sum which the department will show 
as the cost ot star service for the year 1882. 
It is said that the cost has been nearly $2,000,- 
000 iess than the sum appropriated, or more 
than $2,000,000 less than Brady’s estimate. 

Mr. Merrick, the representative of the At- 
torney-General in the star route cases, was in 
tris city for a few hours to-day, and he went 
away this afternoon, in company with Mr. 
V’oodward, for the North. r. Merrick says 
that the charges filed by him against two of 
Brady’s newspapers will be Jaid before the 
Grand Jury, and that the Grand Jury will 
also have an opportunity to take action in re- 
lation to Mr. Dickson’s conduct in the jury 
room. Mr. Dickson’s statements continue to be 
given to the public. The last, which appeared 
to-day, isa copy of a letter sent by him toa 
friend in Philadelphia. In this letter Mr. 
Dickson promises to “expose the rottenness 
and corruption which pollute the atmosphere 
of the Department of Justice.” He also as- 
serts that the whole crew of Government em- 
ployes, including the lawyers, have engaged in 
a systematic attempt to blacken his char- 
acter through the press, because he bas 
information damaging to their cause. 
**Strong in the possession of damning facts 
which fully prove my cbarges,”” he continues, 
*‘with witnesses of undoubted character to 
corroborate, them and conscious of my ability 
to establish my case, I feel like Samson of old 
and will puil the rotten temple down around 
the heads of my accusers. [ have never be- 
fore walked the streets of my adopted home 
holding my head more erect than now, and 
how noble the test of true friendship on the 
part of hundreds of my fellow-citizens, who 
bave showered upon me grand words of en- 
couragement and confidence !”’ 

It is reported that the answers received 
from Brewster, Cameron, and are A. 
Bowen not only deny the truth of Mr. Dick- 
son’s affidavit, but also assert that the ap- 
proaches were made to them, instead of by 
them. These agents are expected to reach this 
city the latter part of this week, and a thor- 
ough investigation will doubtless then be 
made, not only through the District Attor- 
ney’s Office, but by the Attorney-General, 
against whose subordinates so serious a charge 
has been made.

THE MASSACHUSETIS OUTLOOK. 
—_——-—~»>—- — 
CHANCEDS OF BUTLER’S NOMINATION—BISHOP 
LEADING IN REPUBLICAN RANKS. 

Boston, Sept. 18.—The State Conventions of 
both the Republicans and Democrats will be held 
this week, the former at Worcester on Wednesday 
and the latter in this city to-morrow, and the pre- 
iminary canvass has been such that far more than 
ordinary interest centres in them. The Democratic 
leaders are already in town, and by to-morrow 
morning the delegates from different portions of 
the State will have arrived. All the important 
primaries that have declared at all on the ques- 
tion of the candidate for Governor. or have 
instructed their delegates, have pronounced for 
Gen, Butler, and no other candidate is mentioned. 
Gen. Butler himself, it is said. has found a good 


deal of fault with the leaders, who, while he was 
absent yachting, called the convention to meet the 
day before the Republican Convention instead of 
some time after, as his plans depend largely upon 
what the Republicans may do. The report is cur- 
rent that notwithstanding the apparent unanimity 
of the Democratic sentiment he may refuse to ac- 
cept the nomination on Tuesday if the Republicans, 
the day following, nominate a ticket against which 
he may think it useless for him to struggie. But in 
spite of the reports the general impression is 
that he will accept and make once mure the at- 
tempt to get the prize he has so long coveted 
simply because so much opposition has been roused 
in the State whenever he has made the effort to 
snatch it. The convention will be attended by the 
representatives of the new and aggressive Butler 
wing of the party, as wellas the old line ‘silver 
tops,”’ and will mark the union of the two wings 
under the lead and dictation of the tormer, for the 
present campaign at least. 

The customary gathering places of the Demo- 
cratic leaders and their head-quarters in the Par- 
ker House were deserted to-day, and nowhere was 
any excitement manifested in connection with the 
coming State Convention. Col. Jonas H. French, as 
Chairman of the State Central Committee, will call 
the convention to order. Untila late hour to-day 
it had been supposed that ex-Mayor Prince 
would be the permanent presiding officer, 
but it is now decided that Judge Abbott 
shall act in that capacity. Gen. Butler will receive 
the nomination for Governor by acclamation, on 
the motion of the Hon. Charles P. Thompson, and 
it is believed there will not be a single dissentient 
vote. The remainder of the ticket will probably 
be as follows: S. W. Bowerman, of Pitts- 
field, for Lieutenant-Governor; the Hon. George 
a Verry, of Worcester, Attorney-General; 
W. A. Hodges, of Quincy, State Treasurer; 
J. Boyle O'Reilly, of Boston, Secretary of State, 
and J. P. Sweeney, of Lawrence, Auditor. 

Gen. Butler is absent in Rhode Island and will 
not be present at the convention. No letter of 
acceptance is expected from him until after the 
Republicans put their ticket in the field. 

There will be an endeavor on the part of ultra 
free traders to commit the convention to their 
views, but a modified free trade resolution will be 
reported, declaring for a tariff fur revenue only. 
and tnat a tariff for the necessary expenses of 
the Government is all the protection that is 
needed. Revenue and tariff reforms wil! be a feature 
of the platform. The River and Harbor bill will be 
condemned, and a demand will be made for an ex- 
plicit aecounting for large appropriations. There 
will be a strong plank on civil service reform, and 
against all assessments of any kind whatsoever. 
The removal of all restrictions to the ballot will 
be urged. The result of the hearing on the 
woman’s suffrage question before the Committee 
on Resolutions will be the insertion of the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved, That the Democratic Party, being the 
party of universal suffrage, recommends that the bal- 
jot should he placed in the hands of all citizens, tr- 
respective of sex, as soon as the federal Government, 
by proper legislation, extends the\right of naturaliza- 
tion to women, 

The work of the convention will be quickly ac- 
complished, and, including the speeches which will 
follow the nominations, the session will not, it is 
expected, occupy more than three hours. Among 
the speakers will probably be Albert Palmer, 
Charles Levi Woodbury, and Charles P. Thompson. 

The Republican Convention is likely to bea 
more serious gathering, with less fire-works. The 
preliminary canvass of the friends of rival candi- 
dates for the nomination has been an intensely 
Warm one, and because of the bringing in of 
what are termed foreign issues, chiefly the River 
and Harbor bill business, against which Massachu- 
setts sentiment has been very pronounced, and 
the question of the re-election of Senator Hoar, 
which comes up (for. settlement in the 
next Levislatnre, it has been by no 
means free from bitterness. The friends of 
both the leading candidates, Messrs. Bishop 
and Crapo, bave had head-quarters opened in this 
city for some time, the former at the Parker 
House, and the latter at the Tremont House. The 
preliminary work of securing instructed or friend- 
ly delegates from the primaries has been conducted 
with much vigor. Nearly all the delegates are 
now chosen, the larger number of whom appear 
to be for Bishop, though the Crapo men still claim 
a lead, and the prospect is that the struggle may 
be carried into the convention if some satisfactory 
settlement is not reached before that time. 
For the past few days there has been con- 
siderable talk of concentrating for a compromise on 
Gov. Long, nominating him by acclamation either 
with one of the leading eandidates for the second 
place, or the old ticket entire. This, however, has 
met with acheck by the announcement that the 
Governor is not under any circumstances to be 
considered a candidate, having accepted the invi- 
tation to stand for Congress in the Second District. 
Among other possible compromise candidates who 
are talked of are ex-Congressman Henry L. Pierce, 
of this city, and ex-Speaker John E. San- 
ford, of Taunton, who was Chairman of the 
convention in this State choosing Bristow 
delegates to the National Convention which nomi- 
nated Hayes, but itis now believed that the con- 
test will be directly between the two leading can- 
didates, and that one or the other will ultimately 
get the nomination. It is observed with satisfac- 
tion those who want to see a harmonieus con- 
vention that the bitterness that has developed is 
now wearing away, anda‘that a disposition is shown 
on both sides to accept the result whatever it may 
be without grumbling or threat of{withholding sup- 
port from the successful ticket. Senator Hoar, 
who presides at Wednesday’s convention, has a 
difficult task in view of the turn the canvass has 
taken and the tumult raised in the State over the 
vote of the Massachusetts men in Congress with 
but three exceptions on the Riverand Harbor bill. 
Congressman Robinson, who will be the Chairman 
of the Platform Committee, with his associates on 
that committee, will also have a cifficult task to 
meet the conflicting views of different factions on 
this and other questions. 
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OHIO DEMOCRATS QUARRELING. 


PARTY WORK FORGOTTEN IN THE STRIFE 
AND BAD FEELING AMONG THE LEADERS. 


CotumsBus, Ohio, Sept. 18.—That there has 


been a row of large dimensions in the Democratic 
State Executive Committee for sometime is more 
and more apparent. These bickerings and jeal- 
ousies have been kept up unti) they are now being 
talked of confidentially on the outside. Particu- 
larly after one or the other of the disputants has 


been fooking upon the wine when it is red is this 
kind of talk on top. Not onlyis the Executive 
Committee engaged in turmoil, but the head 
of the State Central Committee, Clark 
Irvine, and the head of the Execu- 
tive Committee, Jobn @G. Thompson, are at 
war, and this fight bids fair to bea bitter one be- 
fore it is ended. It originated in Thompson invit- 
ing Gen. Morgan to go on the stump. Morgan isa 
friend of Thompson, but not on good terms with 
Irvine. Irvine objected, but Thompson was inex- 
orable.* Irvine went home very angry. Finally G. 
B. Okey was sent up to reconcile him, and he came 
down and had another interview with Thompson, 
which was unsatisfactory, and resulted ia Irvine 
calling a meeting of the State Central Committee 
for next Thursday afternoon. That meeting will be 
a lively one. It is asserted, on good authority, 
that charges of mismanagement and the carrying 
of personal quarrels into the campaign will be 
made against Thompson, and that a motion will be 
made for an investigation, which cannot help but 
engender more trouble. 

The fact of the matter is that the campaign is 
lost sight of in the fight whieh is going on in the 
Executive Committee and between the two com- 
mittees. This was to have been expected after 
the very unpleasant time at the State 
Convention’ The seeds of discord: were 
sown at that time, and the reaping of 
the whirlwind was close at hand. It would not be 
surprising if an effort was made to remove John{G, 
Thompson from the Chairmanship of the commit- 
tee. That would seem like suicide at this late day, 
but those who are opposing Thompson do not care 
a farthing for the State or any other ticket, and 
would rather secure a personal triumph than a vic- 
tory at the polls. Thompson is no dount doing the 
best he can under the circumstances, but he is 
thwarted in nearly every well-laid scheme. The 
meeting of the Democratic State Central Com- 
a we Thursday will be awaited with great 
nterest.

THE GOULD-CONKLING DELEGATES 8sTAG- 
GERED AT CORNELL’S 8TRENGTH—THE 
GOVERNOR’S FRIENDS CONFIDENT. 

Republican politicians in large numbers 
boarded the trains for Saratoga yesterday and last 
night, and many were passengers or the steamer 

Drew, which started for Albany at 6 o'clock in the 

evening. Those who violently declared themselves 

as opposed to the renomination of Gov. Cornell 
were. staggered by the assertion frequently made 
in their hearing, “It looks a good deal like 

Cornell.” _ The friends of Jay Gould and ex- 

Senator Roscoe Conkling predicted awful re- 

sults for the Republican Party if those illus- 

trious representatives of their own private in- 
terests are not permitted to control the Re- 
publican State Convention and nominate a man 
for Governor who will be a party to their schemes. 
Those who declared that the Governor is politi- 
cally dead said so in an uncertain way, and then 
seemed surprised at their boldness. They talked 
of Folger, Wadsworth, and ‘dark horses,” and 
uttered as their war-cry, ‘‘ Anything to beat Cor- 
nell.” The friends of the Governor were not 


boastful. They seemed satisfied that his strength 
in the convention on the first ballot will be greater 
than is at this time apparent. They believed that 
he will be nominated, and that Republicans who 
are not gagged and bound by Gould and Conk- 
ling will rejoice over his nomination. The 
opponents of the Governor professed to 
believe that the work of the convention 
will be arranged to-night by them, and that 
in some mysterious manner they will be able to 
name the candidate of the convention. John J. 
O’Brien, Chairman of the Republican Central Com- 
mittee, with Robert G. McCord, his Chief of 
Staff, went to Saratoga on Friday last, and were 
followed by Police Justice Solon B. Smith. A 
delegate to the convention said yesterday, 
“Johnny went early so as to win the hay-seed 
delegates.”” On the 3:30 o’clock train yesterday 
afternoon were Police Commissioner Stephen Bb. 
French, Col. George Bliss, W. H. Corsa, and Pierre 
C. Van Wyck. Contrary to his usual custom, Col. 
Bliss made no loud boasts. He was quiet and 
moody, and as he pitched his gripsack ina seat in 
a drawing-room car, acted like a man who had 
made a miscalculation. Commissioner French 
did not depart from his invariable habit of smok- 
ing a cigar on the platform of the car. He did not 
seem on pleasure bent. 

The pier at the foot of Canal-street was thronged 
with politicians at 5 o’clock in the afternoon await- 
ing the departure of the Albany steamer Drew. 
Among those who carried gripsacks and umbrellas 
was United States District Attorney A. W. Tenney, 
of Brooklyn. He is a candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor. and as the light of his countenance fell 
upon a Times reporter he said that he was on his 
Way to Saratoga to *“‘beat Cornell.’’ Corp. James 
Tanner, the Tax Collector of Brooklyn, was a pas- 
senger on the Drew. Other representative Brook- 
lyn politicians were Michael J. Dady, James Tay- 
lor, Alderman Harry O. Jones, James Woodhead, 
John H. Kemble, Robert Carson, W. J. Tate, 
Major A. C. Tate, John H. Clyne, W. H.

ON THEIR WAY TO SYRACUSE. 
WHAT DEMOCRATIC DELEGATES SAY AS TO 

THE CANDIDATES FOR GOVERNOR, 
Nearly all the Democratic officeholders in 
this City will be on their way to Syracuse to-mor- 
row. A few started yesterday, more will go to-day, 
and a large number will travel on to-morrow’'s 
trains. Mayor Grace is anxious to attend the State 
Convention. His private secretary, William M. 
lvins, who is stigmatized asa ‘*squatter’’ and as 
“the member from Flatbush,” is a County Democ- 
racy delegate from the Twenty-third Assembly 
District. In insisting upon being a delegate to the 
convention from that district, Mr. Ivins has played 
havoc with the County Democracy organization 
there. He was supported in his fight by Com- 
missioner Hubert O, Thompson, of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. and throughout the 


City County Democracy district leaders are 
disheartened. When Mr, Ivins was sent 
by Judge Pratt, of Brooklyn, to Mayor Grace asa 
fii man to be his Honor’s private secretary, the 
County Democracy leaders mildly protested against 
Mr. Ivins’s appointment. Now that Mr. Ivins pro- 
poses to be a leaderin the faction, they threaten 
an open revolt against the dictation of Commis- 
siouer Thompson, Ex-Assemblyman William S. 
Andrews, who is a County Democracy delegate 
from the Twenty-Second Assembly District, was 
last year tried before the County Democracy Gen- 
eral Committee for treachery to that faction. Com- 
missioner Thompson took the 6 o'clock train for 
Syracuse last evening in order to protect the hotels 
there engaged by his messenger Houlihan for the 
County Democracy contingent. Ex-Mayor Edward 
Cooper, Corporation Counsel William C. Whitney, 
Supervisor Thomas Costigan, and other prominent 
leaders were passengers on the 9 o'clock train. 
Jobn Kelly will probably start for Syracuse this 
evening, but the grand exodus of Democratio 
statesmen from this City will take place to-morrow 
morning. 

Erastus Brooks and Gen. James McQuade sailed 
in the steamer Drew last evening in order to con- 
sult with ex-Senator James O’Brien, who is in 
Syracuse paving the way for the nomination of 
Congressman Roswell P. Flower, The supporters 
of Mr. Flower yesterday said that if they discov- 
ered that he could not secure the nomination forthe 
Governorship they would proclaim as their second 
choice Congressman Perry Beimont, the son of Au- 
gust Belmont, the banker. Mr. Belmont was yester- 
day in this City, in consultation with Democratic 
leaders, who said that they were confident that 
the presentation of his name in the convention 
would be hailed with delight. Mr. Edward Cahill 
started from this City yesterday afternoon for 
Syracuse for the purpose of consulting with dele- 
gates from remote districts of the State regarding 
Mr. Belmont’s possible strength in those districts. 
Mr. Cahill said he felt satisfied ;that if it is found 
impossible to secure the nomination of Mr. Flower 
Mr. Belmont will be the choice of the conven- 
tion. The County Democracy delegates will sing 
the praises of ex-Mayor Cooper and Controller 
Allan Campbell. Tammany will not sing until she 
is assured that her delegation can have representa- 
tion on the fioor of the convention, Then she will 
sing the praises of Messrs. Flower and Belmont, 
but will make no effort to enunoiate the names of 
ex-Mayor Cooper and Controller Camphell. 

Sheriff Peter Bowe, Assemblyman Henry C. 
Murpby, ex-Alderman Nicholas Haughton, and a 
few others of the Irving Hall faction will go to 
Saratoga this morning to confer with ex-Sheriff 
O’Brien and Mr. Cahill. The Irving Halil delega- 
tion will start to-morrow morning. The County 
Democracy’s train leaves the Grand Central Depot 


at 9:30 in the morning, and the anti-Kelly Tam- 
many Hall delegation will have cars at- 


tached to this train. Ex-Alderman  Jere- 
miah Murphy, Mark Lanigan, James Degnan,

THE LIQUUR TRADE IN THE WEST. 
AER 5 Saree 
EXCITEMENT OVER THE TEMPERANCE QUES- 
TION—WHAT THE LIQUOR-DEALEKRS SAY. 
Curcaao, Sept. 18.—The annual convention 
of the Liquor Dealers and Manufacturers’ Protec- 
tive Association of Illinois will be held at Rock 
Island to-morrow, and it promises to be more 
exciting than any gathering of that body 
that has been held for several years. 
The agitation of the temperance question has 
produced an intense feeling among the members 
of the association, and the Trustees of the society, 
in their annual report, address themselves warmly 
to a review of the situation and to pointing out 


wherein the members must take immedi- 
ate and urgent action to counteract the 
wrong already done and_ prevent further 
injury. In the review of the situation the report 
speaks with much warmth of feeling in referring 
to the success of the prohibitory action adopted 
in Iowa. It declares that ‘the great State 
of lowa has fallen a helpless victim of ignorant, 
blind fanaticism, and that the majority for 
prohibition was so great as to indicate that the 
minds of her people had been maddened by a 
frenzy of drunken fanaticism.” It adds: ‘ For 
years the Goddess of Liberty will lie there 
wounded and ruthlessly trampled upon by a 
lot of fanaticized fools and cunning zealots.” 
They assert that at the East the tidal wave of so- 
cial degradation has been overflowing two large 
and fair States, the Legislative branches of whose 
Governments have made themselves the sub- 
servient tools of fanaticism. While Ohio has 
been content with passing obnoxious laws, 
the Legislature of Indiana has submitted 
to popular vote an amendment to the Constitution 
prohibiting the sale or manufacture of ‘‘our com- 
modities.” Itsavysfurther: “The more Western 
perspective is still more sombre and gloomy. Kan- 
sas tows to the sceptre of St. John; Nebraska 
is on the brink of being ingulfed in the 
maelstrom of prohibition, while. Missouri is ia 
similar danger, and so are North Carolina and 
Arkansas. The Trustees criticise severely the 
apathy of those whose property and industry are 
thus directly threatened and who sleep amid the 
danger. The distillers are rebuked for permitting 
an individual half-witted and partially mean and 
corrupt to assist the very element they ought to 
vanquish. The Trustees state what they have been 
doing during the year. They have directed their 
efforts to agitation and organization and to politi- 
cal and legal work. In_ the work of agi- 
tation the services of several lecturers, notably 
of the Rev. C. . Barnett, of Iowa, 
have been secured, and, believing that®prohibition 
has been mainly fostered and oemees by agita- 
tion, the Trustees claim that the same policy will 
have as efficient results in defeating prohibition, 
and strongly urge it on the convention. Organiza- 
tion is also strongiy rec. mmended and the, im- 
provements in this branch of the work during the 
last year are pointed out. ; 

The report stutes that at the last Spring elec- 
tions vigorous efforts were made by the Prohi- 
bitionists throughout the State to have the ques- 
tion of license or no license submitted to a vote 
of the cities, villages, and towns. During 1881 a 
great majority of the cities, towns, and villages in 
the State outside of Cook County refused to grant 
licenses, but at the election in 1882 the number of 
cities, towns, and villages voting no license 
was reduced one-half, Tne license and 
no license towns in  “MTIilinois which have 
voted on this question are given by counties. At 
this time there are 527 towns in Illinois which have 
voted on the question, and of these 267 have votea 
for license and 260 for no license. The re-elec- 
tion of Justice Craig, of the Supreme Court 
of the State, is claimed to have been largely due to 
the efferta of this association, and the association 
proposes to labor effectively in the elections for 
the Legislature this Fall. Justice to this organiza- 
tion requires the statement that it proposes a vig- 
orous license system, and in maintaining such 
legislation as will effect the exclusion of all dis- 
reputable persons from the liquor trade and cor- 
rect its abuses.

AMUSEMENTS. 


“THE ROMANY RYE.” 

Midway between 11 and 12 o’clock last night 
there were some terrific waves on exhibition at 
Booth’s Theatre. These waves were unlike any- 
thing of the sort that we have yet had the pleasure 
of seeing. A hero and his extremely dry wife were 
battling for their lives amid this pasteboard brine. A 
ship was sinking in the distance. There was an 
abundance of thunder and lightning. Upon a sup- 
posed shore, over which the billows were dashing 
promiscuously, men and women were shouting. 
The scene was deliciously melodramatic and 
not altogether explicable. This was the final 
scene of a melodrama called “The Ro- 
many Rye.” It is a pleasure to add that 
the unfortunate persons who immersed themselves 
last evening in the interest of drama were safely 
brought into harbor. A long-lost marriage certifi- 
cate was then discovered, a villain was placed in 
custody, and virtue bad its own particular re- 
ward. Need we add anything to this synopsis 
of Mr. George R. Sims’s very latest effort, “ The 
Romany Rye?” 

Mr. Sims is not unknown here. He has made, 
apparently, a somewhat foreed reputation in Eng- 
land as a writer of plays. He is the author, above 
all, of “The Lights o*' London.” That play isa 
dreary and conventional story of its sort, 
though it contains, one may freely ‘admit, 
afewscenes and situations which are vigorously 
promising. It is impossible, however, to describe 
“The Lights o’ London” as a good melo- 
drama—like, for instance, “The Two Orphans” 
or a dozen other works which might be 
named. “The Romany Rye” is _ consider- 
ably worse than its predecessor. It is stupid, stale, 
and dull until its fourth act is reached, and that 
act is extravagant and repulsive. Mr. Sims's fancy 
is here put to a test, and the work of his fancy 
may be conceived when it is stated tbat 
he employs a contrivance to bring about hifend 
which has done service in a hundred and more 
plays. His hero, who has been run down by a vil- 
lain, the former's half-brother, is strapped toa post. 
Anold hagis watching him. This creature finds 
that the unfortunate hero resembles one whom 
she calls her “lad.’’ The result is inevitable. The 
excellent young man is saved from death, and 
lives, we trust, for the purpose of perpetuating his 
virtues. Thestory of **The Romany Rye’’is so 
identical with that of the other cheap melodramas 
which have lately been placed upon our stage 
that further reference to its story would be useless. 

We have been obliged to protest with energy 
against these melodramas. Mr. Sims is but one 
grade above Mr. Pettitt. Neither is able to 
write a melodrama that one can respect. Both 
depend chiefly upon scenic effects. This is lament- 
able in the case of Mr. Sims, who appears to have 
ashareof talent. There are suggestive strokes of 
drama and character {n both of his plays. But 
their interest oozes out in buncombe. ‘* The 
Romany Rye’, is buncombe from beginning to end. 
One is not at all surprised to learn that, when the 
play was first produced in London, Mr. Sims 
fied to Liverpool. He should have fiown to 
Greenland. ‘“‘The Romany Rye” is the last of 
the series of atrocious melodramas which began 
with “The World.” All of these concoctions have 
been enthusiastically condemned in this journal. 
Everything similar to them will be condemned. A 
good melodrama is one thing; *‘ The Romany Rye” 
is another. 

The performance was exceedingly smooth, and 
the scenic effects were occasionally striking,though 
more than once rather mixed. Summer and Win- 
ter seemed to be confounded in the closing 
act of the play. The actors who had 
parts in the performance were as intelligent as pos- 
sible—though not, it is pardonable to think, very 
effective. Mr. F. F. Mackey. a fine artist, put 
meaning into one character. Miss Georgie 
Cayvan, Mrs. Marie Wilkins, Mr. John W. Nor- 
ton, Mr. Charles Rockwell, and Miss Emma 
Stockman were intrusted with the other im- 
portant characters. They wasted their strength 
on trivialities. During the evening there was an oc- 
casional burst of applause, but the audience, on 
the whole, was chillingly indifferent to the unap- 
parent merits of Mr. Sims’s play. ‘The Romany 
Rye” should follow allthe recent melodramas; it 
should pass under the rod. There fs no hope for 
the stage until stuff of this kind is discuuntenanced 


by play-goers.

FIFTH-AVENUE THEATRE. 

Itisa mitigating circumstance that yesterday 
evening’s performance was oneof the last five that 
will be given by Mr. Maurice Graa's French Opera 
Company at this establishment, and although it is 


expected that the company will be transferred to 
another theatre in this City, it is not yet certain 
that they may not be carried to tne congenial 
climes of Cuba and Mexico, where opera bouffe 
finds appreciative hearers, and brings money into 
the coffers of its projectors. Here and now 
it might as well be recorded that the 


American public has had all the opera bouffe 
that it has ever desired—certainly New- 
York has tired of it. Its moral filth, its musical 
worthlessness, and its sameness, combined with 
necessary failures in its interpretation, go to make 
up a bill of indictment againstit. It is an exotio 
that cannot be expected to bloom here, and it no 
longer possesses the fascination of attractive 
demoralization ft once did when it was novel aad 
presented in brilliant style. Last night Offenbach’s 
‘“*La Jolie Parfumeuse’’ was selected for Mme. 
Théo to play the rdle of Rose Michon, the com- 
poser having written the music for her, and the 
part being one of her “ creations,” as the technical 


phrase is. What Mme. Tnéo may have originally 
accomplished in the opera it is not worth 
while to inquire. What she did last night 
may be summed upin a few words. In the first 
place it is admitted that she is a singer who has no 
voice to speak of and does not know how to sing. 
Her sole merits, therefore, are to be found in her 


powers as an actress, It was manifest last night, 


more emphatically than in the opera ‘* Madame 
L’Archiduc” last week, that Mme, Théo lacks 


genuine comic power. Her action is forced, con- 
ventional, commonplace, and neither original nor 
amusing. It is a mere repetition of what has been 
done ad nauseam by every opera bouffe prima don- 
na since Tostee first came to New-York. It is inno 


spirit of unkindness to this stranger within our 


gates that her failure to make an interesting per- 
formance is recorded. Whateyer fame she may 


have enjoyed abroad does not justify her in any 
such position asis claimed forherhere. Her au- 
dience last night had very little of the American 
element in it, and what there was became elimi-

NATIONAL TRUSY COMPANY. 
THE INVESTIGATION INTO RECEIVER W. J. 
BEST’S MANAGEMENT. 

The investigation into the Receivership of 
the National Trust Company was resumed at No. 
52 William-street yesterday afternoon by Senators 
Kiernan, Russell, and Koch, of the Senate In- 
surance Committee. Ex-Senator lcclesine, coun- 
sei for the Chairman of the committee, conducted 
the direct examination. William O. McDowell 
testified that he was astockholder in the National 
Trust Company in 1879 and prior to that year. 
A meeting of stockholders was held in January, 
1879, for the purpose of discussing the desirability 
of taking the affairs of the company out of the 
courts. The meeting was catled by D. 8S. Appleton 
and several other stockholders. ‘tie witness was 
told that some of the stockholders had been dili- 
gently engaged in obtaining proxies. Mr. Joseph 
Lowry held and voted on 593 proxies. A number 
of resolutions were offered at the meeting. pro- 
viding for the appointment of a committee to ex- 
amine into the condition of the company’s affairs, 
und, if possible, take the company out of the 

eceiver's hands. These resolutions were defeated 

ya small majority, Mr. Lowry voting. with his 
roxies, against them. Mr. Best and his counsel, 
Recorder Smyth, were present, and the latter op- 
posed the adoption of the resolutions on the ground 
that such action as they contemplated would be a 
reflection on the Receiver. After the resolutions 
had been laid on the table, there was copsidera- 
ble discussion, which resulted in the appointment 
of Messrs. E. M. Kinsley, Elliot C. Cowdin, and N, 
J. Haines, as a committee to investigate the vondl- 
tion of the company. That committee, however, 
never did anything. 

John C, Cruikshank, who was Secretary of the 
National Trust Company in 1877, was next ex- 
amined: He presented a statement showing the 
respective rating of certain securities owned by 
the company, by Examiners Lamb and Reid in 
1876, and by Mr. W. J. Best in 1877. Two hundred 
thousand dollars of third mortgage bonds of the 
Pacific Railroad of Missouri bearing interest at 7 
per cent. were rated at $180,000 Dec. 4, 1876, and one 
year later Mr. Best reported them to be worth 
oniy $120,000, A batch of bonds of the Pacific Rail- 
road of Missouri, Carondelet Branch, whose par 
value was $91,000, were scaled Gown by Mr. Best 
to $36,400. Some 7 per cent. first mortgage 
bonds of the Central Pacific Railroad of Cali- 
fornia, San Joaquin Branch, which were worth 
$47,000, in 1876, according to Messrs. Lamb and 
Reid, were rated at $43,000 by Mr. Best, ana some 
real estate at Watertown, which had been taken 
for debt, was scaled down by Mr. Best from Messrs. 
Lamb and Reid’s valuation of $22,000 to $4,500, 
The witness said he knew of no reason why the se- 
curities and property mentioned should have de- 
preciated in value. Mr. Cruikshank also furnished 
a statement, copied from Mr. Best’s report as Ex- 
aminer, showing the amount of cash and other 
assets of the company on hand at the time of the 
appointment of a Receiver. There was then $69,- 
529 42 cush in the vault. $180,652 97 in the Central 
National Bank, $190,332 38 in the Shoe and Leather 
Bank, and $20,283 in the Union National Bank of 
Philadelphia. The company also had more than 
$760,000 in Government bonds, $120,000 of Missouri 
Pacific third mortgage bonds, $1,089,477 of loans on 
collaterals, and about $200,000 of other securities. 
In the opinion of the witness there was enough 
property on hand at that time to have paid within 
$50,000 of all that the company owed, He thougbt 
that the securities which Mr. Best scaled down 
were worth fully as much in 1877 as in 1876. 

Mr. T. W. Shannon testified that he had been a 
stockholder in and Vice-President of the the Na- 
tional Trust Company. He thought that Mr. Best's 
valuations of some of the securities were too low, 
and he was convinced that a good deal of the com- 
pany’s erage was sold for much less than what 
might have been realized. He personally knew 
very little about private sales of stock, but Mr. 
Joseph Lowry had told him that he got 40 shares 
of the Missouri Pacific bonds. First mortgage 
bonds of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois Railroad 
were sold by the Receiver for 5244 cents on the dol- 
lar, and purchasers of these bonds were given the 
oes bonds and stock of the same road outright. 
Both the income bonds and the stock were valua- 
ble, independent of the first mortgage bonds. Mr. 
Ecclesine asked the witness if he considered that 
the Receiver acted with a wise discretion in thus 
sacrificing the property of the company. Mr. Sban- 
— answered by a significant shrug of his st.oul- 

ers. 

Mr. Ecclesine—Do you think that such services 
as Mr. Best’s were worth $99,000 ? 

Mr. Shannon—That is worse than I thought it 
was. I had no idea that the amount was so large. 
“oe Ecclesine—-Well, it will amount to nearly 

at. 

Mr. Shannon intimated that he did not place a 
very high estimate upon Mr. Best's services as Re- 
ceiver. The committee then adjourned until 10 
o'clock next Monday morning.

THE LAURENT-ELLIOT CASE. 
RELEASE OF THE ACCUSED LAWYER ON 
BAIL—WHAT HIS FRIENDS CLAIM. 

James H. Elliot, the lawyer, of No. 51 Wil- 
liam-street, Who was arrested on Sunday on the 
complaint of Miss Emeline Laurent on the charge 
of feloniously entering her house at No. 58 East 
Seventy-ninth-street, was brought before Justice 
Ihilbreth, ia the Yorkville Police Court, yesterday. 
The charge of burglary originally made was 
changed to one of ‘‘suspicion of burglary and lar- 
ceny.”’ Miss Laurent was not in court to press the 
charge, and at her request the case was adjourned 


to Monday next. The reason given for the ada- 
journment was the illness of the complainant, her 
plysician sending a certificate te the court that she 
Was unable to appear. Mr. Elliot was held for ex- 
amination in $500 bonds, which were furnished py 
Rovert C. Corneil, of No. 29 Irving-place. 

Miss Laurent’s acquaintance with Elliot Smith, 
of No. 59 Wall-street, and through him with James 
H. Elliot, began about two years ago. The 
woinan had considerable property, and, desiring to 
invest in real estate, she employed Mr. Smith as 
her attorney. Mr. Elliot was employed by her in 
searching titles and other work connected with 
real estate operations. The deed which Mr. Elliot 
is charged with having stoien was made out in Mr. 
Smith’s name. Miss Laurent desired to purchase 
a house in West Nineteenth-street. She could not 
at the time raise all the purchase money necessary, 
and, asan alien could not secure money by mort- 

age on the property, the deed was made out in 
Mr. Smith’s name. The money required was then 
easily secured by mortgage. The necessity for the 
peovesty remaining in the name of her attorney 
naVving disappeared with the payment of the money 
raised by mortgage, Mr. Smith recently executed 
the deed in question, making over the property to 
Miss Laurent. This was executed after there had 
been a quarrel between the lawyer and his client, 
Mr. Smith is now in the West, where he has been 
for several days. 

Mr. Elliot is a cousin of Mr. Elliot Smith, and he 
has been acting for Mr. Smith in winding up the 
_business affairs between him and Miss Laurent. 
His friends claim that Mr. Elliot had called upon 
the woman early last week, before she barricaded 
the house against him, and learned from her that 
she purposed dismissing her servant. He protested 
against this, asshe was evidently ill. He called 
again on Friday,and not being admitted to the 
bouse, tried to effect an entrance by going to Mr. 
Clark’s house, adjoining, and getting upon the low 
veranda, upon which the windows of Miss Lau- 
rent’s room open. Being refused admittance there, 
he entered by way of a rear window on Saturday., 
His visit, his friends declare, was not to secure the 
deed which plays so important a part in this mys- 
terious case, but to try and induce the woman to 
employ a physician and nurses. Mr. Elliot refused 
to talk with reporters about the case yesterday, 
but he informed a friend that the stories given out 
by Miss Laurent about being in a starving condi- 
tion were ali “bosh,’”’ He did not go after any 
deed, he said, for that document was in his office 
at the time, and it was found there by the Police 
after Mr. Elliot’s arrest. Mr. Elliot’s friends and 
those of Mr. Smith sav there will be abuadant evi- 
dence at Monday’s trial to prove Mr. Elliot’s claims. 

Miss Laurent remained in her house during the 
day and declined to receive any one but an officer, 
who called to inform her of the disposition of her 
case in court. She had two nurses and was in 
much better health than on Sunday. She told De- 
tective Campbell that she would be all right in a 
few davs,and that she proposed to ‘fight the 
thing to the bitter end” and show up both Elliot 
and Smith. She has engaged counsel to look after 


her interests.

FAILURE OF A HOTEL. PROPRIETOR. 

Charles A. Merritt, proprietor of the An- 
thony House, at No. 834 Broadway, and the Sea 
Beach Palace Hotel, at Coney Island, made an as 
signment yesterday for the benefit of his creditors 
to C. W. Held, giving preferences to E. C. Hazard 
& Co, $1,200 and to A. & E. Robbins $800. The 
failure is attributed to -losses at the hotel 


at Coney Island, the season being very 
unprofitable. Bills for supplies and labor 
have been very large, and the_ receipts 
were much smaller than was autivipated. Credit- 
ors became clamorous for they; monev, and the 
only resort left was to make ap assignment. The 
liabilities are not known yet, as the schedules have 
not been completed, but are estimated at from 
$30,000 to $40,000. The assets consist of the furni- 
ture, fixtures, stock, and leases of the two hotels, 
the value of which is havd to determine. Last Oc- 
tober he gave a chatiel mortgage to C. W. Held 
for $3,678 on the leasehold interest and fixtures at 
the Sea Beach Palace Hotel, and in November 
he gave anotner chattel mortgage on furniture and 
fixtures of the same hotel for $5,000. Henry Icen 
held a chattel mortgage for $2,050 on furniture, 
&c.,at the Anthony House. Mr. Merritt became 
the proprietor of the Anthony House in March, 
1875, having previously been a clerk there for five 
vears. He bought out Thomas J. Raynor for 
$13.000. He had a partner for one year. under the 
Btyle of Reynolds & Merritt, and is said to have 
paid: Reynolds $5,000 cash for his interest, In 
March, 1879, he compromised his rent and some 
other liabilities amounting to about $6,000 at 50 
cents on the dollar. He ran the Sea Beach Palace 
Hotel for the past three seasons.

18 defendants, none of whom are of any promi- 
nence in the lottery business, being simply keepers 
of subordinate offices.

YACH1IS SHOWING THEIR SPEED. 
FALL REGATTA OF THE EAST RIVER CLUB 
-——UPSETS AND MISHAPS. 

The annual Fall regatta of the East River 
Yacht Club was sailed yesterday from the club- 
house at Pottery Beach, Greenpoint, through the 
channe! east of Blackwell’s Island, to and around 
the Stepping Stones Light-house and back. There 
were 17 starters, as follows: Cabin sloops—Linda, 
owned by H. C. Roome; Favorita, Commodore M. 


J. Chorde; James Tregarthen, Vice-Commodore J. 
C. Rennison; Love Lei, A. Panick; Elsie May, J. G. 
Northrop; M. W. Conway, James Conway; Alice, 
T. C. White: Julia, J. F. Sullivan; Progress, J. 
Schuessele. Open sloops—Jewell, H. H. Holmes; H. 
Hi. Holmes,J. Kreymeir; Mary Gibson, N. Lockwood ; 
Valley Forge, E. B. Connors; Tip Top, 8. R. Silli- 
man. Cat-boats—Lone Star, Oscar Joebock; Oak- 
ley, F. Oakley. The tide was on the last quarter of 
the flood and the wind was biowing stiffly from the 
south-west. While the boats were sailing about 
preparatory to the start the Mary Gibson was cap- 
sized by a flow; but she was righted in time to go 
into the race. The starting signal was given about 
11:48, and at 11:49:14 the Lone Star orossed the line 
and was the first boat off. She was followed oo 
Favorita, Tregarthen, Mary Gibson, Linda, Elsie 
May, and Oakley, in the order named, As the wind 
was free the yachts went merrily along. Before 
getting well into the channel between Blackwell's 
Island and Astoria the Alice carried away her top- 
mast, but she kept on, and, as there was plenty of 
wind, she did not suffer as much from the loss of 
her topsail as she would have done in a light 
breeze. The next accident was the capsizing of 
the Lone Star off Fort Schuyler. At this point the 
Linda was the leading boat of the fleet. She 
rounded the Stepping Stones Lizht-house at 1:20:82, 
followed five minutes later by the Favorita, and 
later still by the Elsie May, Tregarthen, Mary Gib- 
sop, Jewell, Conway, aud Love Lei, in the order 
named. ‘The wind was fresher than at the 
start, and all the boats except the Linda 
had to shorten sail: The race home 
was a beat to the windward. ‘The Linda had the 
honor of being the first yacnt to reach home. She 
finished at 3:47:19, but was beaten on time allow- 
ance by the Favorita, which was the winner in 
class A. The Alice made the best time of the boats 
in class B, but in returning she went to the west- 
ward of Blackwell's Island, and thus forfeited the 
race.

SHIPHERD’S BAD MEMORY. 

In Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday Ja- 
“cob Shipherd, of Peruvian bord fame, appeared 
‘before Judge Lawrence to submit to a further 
exammation in suppiementary proceedings upon 
the judgment for costs obtained against him by 
the' Union News Company. The first question put 


to Mr. Shipherd by Michael Gearon, the ex- 
amining counsel, was as to the names of 
any persons or corporations for whom he 
‘had performed services and by whom he had not 
‘been paid. Mr. Shipherd seemed indisposed to 
-answer this question, but he finallv replied that he 
“had “ no present recollection” of having rendered 
services to any person or company without sub- 
sequently being paid. In answer to further ques- 
tions, Mr. Shipherd testitied that he had ** no pres- 
ent recollection” of his having any interest or 
ownership contingent upon the recovery of any 
claim or law suit agajnst any person, corporation, 
or Government. ‘He did not own the furniture of his 
residence at Richmond Hill, Long Island. It was 
owned by Liwira Lyman Shipherd. Mr. Shipherd 
was asked to examine his books of account and 
then make affidavit whether he had any econtin- 
gent interest, claim, or cause of action as specified 
in the questions previously asked him, it being 
‘stipulated that when such affidavit is served the 
defendant's right to inquire into the contents of 
the books shall be deemed exhausted, and an 
affirmative answer shall terminate the present ex- 
amination; but if no such affidavit is served the 
examination may be resumed on Sept. 26 next. Mr. 
Shipherd gave an affirmative answer to this propo- 
sition.

A PARTNERSHIP AGREEMENT UPHELD. 

A motion for an injuncticn and the appoint- 
ment of a Receiver was made yesterday in the Su- 
preme Court, before Judge Lawrence, in the case 
of James E. Brett against Gustavus Brett, his 


brother. and Pierre A. Brett and William Brett, the 
sons of Gustavus. The suit is one in whivh it is 
sought to set aside a partnership agreement 
entered into by the plaintiff on Dec. 8, 
1879. The allegations in the complaint are that 
the plaintiff and the defendants were in partner- 
ship together as shipping merchants for some years 
prior to Jan. 1, 1860. According to the partnership 
agreement the partnership was to expire by limita- 
tion on Dec. 31, 1879. On Dec. 8, 1879, the Dlaintiff 
alleges that the llabilities’ of ‘the firm to its 
members were as follows: To piaintiff, $271,000; 
to Gustavus Brett, $57,000; to Pierre A. Brett, 
$10,000; to William Brett, $16,000. The plain- 
tiff and Gustavus each owned — one-half 
of the property of the fim. According 


te the partnership agreement, the pinintift and 
Gustavus each took balf of the assets of the firm, 
Plorre A. and William Lrett each receiving a com- 
mission upon all business transacted. On Dec. 8, 
1879, the plaintiff alleces that he was induced by 
his partners <o enter into a new agreement of part- 
nership whereby all liabUities were canceled with- 
out rate of any consideration, and each mem- 
ber the firm aoquired an equal interest of a 
quarter share in the business. The plaintiff al- 
leges that at the time of entering into this agree- 
ment he wasof weak and unsound mind. Affi- 
davite from a number of persons in support of this 
allegation are submitted.

EVENING FREE SCHOOLS. 
THE RULES FOR ADMISSION AND THE STUDIES 


TO BE PURSUED. 

Evening free schools for males and females 
will be opened by the Board of Education Monday, 
Oct. 2, and the Principals are now in attendance at 
the buildings; in male schools, between the hours 
of 7 and 9:80 o’clock each evening, and in female 
schools, between the hours of 6:20 and 9 o’clock, 
for the examination, registration, and classification 
of pupils applying for admission. The evening 
schools are divided into two classes—schools for 
juniors and schools for seniors. No persons will be 


admitted as pupils to the evening schools except 
those whose ages or avocations are such as to pre- 
vent their attending the day schools. Applicants 
for admission to the schools for juniors must be at 
least 13 and not over 18 years of age, and must be 
accompanied by some responsible person, or 
shall present a certificate satisfactory to 
the principal, attesting their identity and 
respectability. The course of study in 
the schools for juniors will embrace the 
following branches: Reading, spelling, definitions, 
penmanship, geography, and arithmetic. Foreign- 
ers studying English may be admitted as pupils of 
any junior school provided they are 18 years of age 
or over. Applicants for edmission to the schools 
for seniors must not be under 16 years of age. In 
schools for seniors there will be two sessions of 
one hour each, and the course of study will em- 
brace the following branches: Reading, including 
spelling, definitions and historical readings, arith- 
metic, penmanship, book-keeping, and composi- 
tion. Each pupil upon admission will have the 
option of selecting not more than two of these 
branches of study to be pursued during the term. 
Applications for admission must be made at the 
school-rooms as soon as the schools are opened.

ANOTHER LIE NAILED. 
GOV. CORNELL NOT HOSTILE TO THE NA- 
TIONAL GUARD, 

To compass the defeat of Gov. Cornell his 
opponents have, among other things, charged that 
he was hostile to the National Guard. The Herald 
was quick to credit him with the result of the in- 
ternational rifle match. It charged h!m with will- 
fully discouraging rifle practice and throwing ob- 
stacles in the way of the Militia. Gen. E. L. Moli- 
neux, the President of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion, was sought yesterday and the question was 
squarely put to him: 

“Is Goy. Cornell’s attitude toward the National 
Guard one of hostility and intended to diseourage 
rifle practice ?” ; 

** In simple justice to Gov. Cornell,” replied Gen. 
Molineux, ‘I will say, as President of the National 
Rifle Association, that he has done everything in 


his power to assist the National Guard this year 
except in one or two instances when a gpard was 
asked for at Creedmoor which he or his military 
staff deemed it unmadvisable to furnish. Of the 
wisdom of so doing it is not for me to express an 
opinion. Early in the season it was thought best 
for me to see the Governor and the Adjutant- 
General (Frederick Townsend) in regard tu the 
appropriation for Creedmoor, the State having 
always made an allowance for the maintenance of 
the range for the use of the National Guard. ! 
went to Albany on behalf of the National Rifle 
Association. After an interview with the Inspec- 
tor-General of Rifle Practice (Alfred C. Barnes) 
and the Adjutant-General, both of whom gave me 
every assistance, I went to the Governor’s room 
and secured an Interview. He expressed himself 
as desirous of doing everything in his power to im- 
prove the National Guard in rifle shooting. He 
asked a number of questions which in- 
dicated his interest iu the National Guard 
and that important part of a guardsman’s 
duty, shooting. Then in a plain straightforward 
way be asked ‘What can I do for you!’ I told him 
the match between the British Volunteers and the 
National Guardsmen of the United States was com- 
ing off this year; that the range needed a great 
many repairs, and that the result of the event, 
whichever way it went, would stimulate the Na- 
tional Guard in this State and elsewhere in rifle- 
shooting. I wanted to find out from him definitely, 
I added, what could be counted upon for 
the appropriation in view of the heavy 
expenses. He asked how much was wanted. 
Istated to him that the usual appropriation (the 
same as last year) was $3,500, which I asked as a 
minimum sum, and $5,000 as a maximum, the dif- 
ference between the two being actually required 
for expenses in assisting to get up the American 
team. He replied that he could give no money to 
the association of Creedmoor except for the im- 
provement of the National Guard of the State of 
New-York. He asked it there was a precedent for 
giving $5,000 any one year, and was told there was. 
He said, * Very well, it is understood that $5,000 is 
the maximum for everything, including the general 
appropriation, prizes, transportation, and main- 
tenance of the National Guard of this State—upon 
the last two words the Governor laid great em- 
phasis—who may win positions on the American 
team, for preliminary practice and other expenses. 
You must,’ the Governor continued, * present 
vouchers of expenditures for this purpose. While 
I am ready to do anything, as I stated before, for 
the National Guard of the State of New- 
York, from the appropriation made for it, 
I will permit no useless expenditures or extrava- 
gance.’ I toldthe Governor that nothing eould be 
fairer, and that be had granted all that was asked. 
Now,” continued Gen. Molineux, ‘the Govern- 
or’s action in this instance was indicative of his 
feeeling toward the Militia. He imyressed me with 
the idea, so far as National Guard officers were 
concerned, that military matters only needed to 
be placed before him in a business-like way to re- 
ceive satisfactory consideration. In other words, 
he only required to be shown that an expvense was 
necessary, and that ke had the legal right to act, 
and he was ready inthis or any other instance to 
show his interest in the welfare of the Militia.”

THE SMALL-POX IN PATERSON. 
Twelve new cases of small-pox were re- 
ported in Paterson, N. J., during the past two days, 
and two deaths. The deaths and most of the new 
cases are at the City Hospital, where a number of 


“suspects” have been kept in quarantine for a 
week or two past to see if the disease developed. 
Yesterday James Dobbs and his wife and two chil- 
dren—one of the latter an infant a day old—were 
all taken down with the disease. The attendance 
at the public schools, which were reopened yester- 
day, was very small, parents not wishing to take 
the risk of sending their children to school just yet, 
in face of the tact that the physicians generally ex- 
pected anew outbreak of the contagion at this 
time. School No. 2, in the infected district, was 
closed again during the day, and will not be re- 
opened for a week or two. Someof the discharged 
nurses at the City Hospital have been circulating 
all sorts of stories as to the alleged scandalous and 
shocking occurrences at that institution by the 
persons iu charge, alleging also that the patients 
were shametalty neglected. The health officers 
made a carefui inspection of the premises and ex- 
amined the patients yestordav, the result being 
that they attach not the slightest credence to the 
reports. The stories naturally created no small 
sensation, among the friends of those who are 
detained at the hospital, as well as in the city at 
large.

HOLDING 1WO OFFICES. 


AN OFFICER HOLDING POSITIONS UNDER 
THE CITY AND NATIONAL GOVERNMENTS. 
Considerable taik has been heard recently in 

political circles regarding the fact that James C. 

Reed, Secretary of the Board of Commissioners of 

Taxes and Assessment, also holds office under the 

United States Government. Mr. Reed was 

President Arthur’s private secretary when 

Mr. Arthur was Vice-President. fi] On Feb. 10 

last he was appointed Secretary by the 

Tax Commissioners, in place of Albert Storer, 

whose “ resignation” was then accepted by the 


Commissioners. It was generally believed at the 
time that Mr. Storer's resignation was not volun- 
tary. The salary of the Secretary is $3,000 a vear. 
On Aug. 17, last, Mr. Reed was appointed a mem- 
ber of a board of three Commissioners to examine 
and report upon completed sections of the North- 
ern Pacific flroad. The other members of the 
board were Horace B. Fry and Henry Blacystone. 
It is claimed by those who have looked into the 
matter that when Mr. Reed accepted the position 
he really vacated his office as Secretary of the 
Board of Tax Commissioners. ‘This claim is 
founded on the provisions of section 114 of the City 
charter, which reads as follows: 

** Any person holding office, whether by election or 
appointment, who shall, during his term of office, ac- 
cept, hold, or retain any other civil office of honor, 
trust, or emolument under the Government of the 
United States (except Commissioners for the taking of 
bail, or Register of any court) or of the State, (except 
the office of notary public or Commissioner of deeds, 
office of the National Guard,) or who shall hold or ac- 
cept any other office connected with the government 
ot the City of New-York, or who shall accept & seat in 
the Legislature, shall be deemed thereby to have va- 
cated every office held by him under the City Govern- 
ment. No person shali hold two City or County offices, 
except as expressly provided in this act; nor shall any 
officer under the City Government hold or retain an 
office under the County Government, except when he 
holds such office ex-officio, by virtue of an actof the 
Legislature, and in such case he shall draw no salary 
for such ex-officto office.” 

The work of the Board of Commissioners, of 
which Mr. Reed was made a member in August, 
was to examine 50 miles of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, recently built in Idaho and Montana. On 
the same date ancther board of three Commission- 
ers, consisting of Arthur B. Johnson, John P. San- 
born, and Harvey W. Scott, was appointed to ex- 
amine 200 miles of the same road east of the Rocky 
Mountains. They made a favorable report upon a 
part, at least, of their portion a few days 
ago. The pay of each Commissioner is $10 
a day for each day actually and  neces- 
sarily employed, and 10 cents a mile for each 
mile actually and necessarily traveled, all of which 
must be paid by the railroad company. It is under- 
stood that a Commissioner’s term of office ends 
when he makes his report to the Secretary of the 
Interior. If this report is approved by the Secre- 
tary and President the patents for granted land 
along the accepted line are issued. The grant is 
25,000 acres per mile in Territories and less in 
States, so that the 250 miles involve 5,000,000 or 
6,000,000 acres. The Commissioners have elabo- 
rate instructions, and they are expected to dis- 
cover whether the road is properly loeated, ac- 
cording to the grant, substantially built, &o., as 
required by law. The examination of these 250 
miles is regarded as important because of ques- 
tions about the validity of the Northern Pacific 
grant, which attracted attention in the last session 
of Congress. A board Is now appointed upon ap- 
plication from the company, and the board acts 
under the Department of the Interior. 

When Mayor Grace’s attention was called to Mr. 
Reea’s position the Mayor said he had not before 
heard of Mr. Reed’s appointment as a Northern 
Pacific Railroad Commissioner. He would look 
into the matier and examine tne charter, but until 
he had done so he could not express any opinion 


on the subject.

AMERICA’S PLACH ON THE OCEAN. 
—_— > -— 
MR. PERRY BELMONT ON THE SHIPPING IN- 
TERESTS OF THE COUNTRY. 

Mr. Perry Belmont yesterday addressed a 
letter to Mr. James Parker, Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Shipmasters’ Association in reply to the com- 
munication of the latter geutleman to the joint 
committee of Congress appointed to inquire into 
the condition and wants of American ship-building 
and ship-owning interests. After speaking of the 
“clear and convincing” answers of Mr. Parker to 
the questions of the committee at its last session, 
Mr. Belmont says it is expected that ‘“‘an impartial 


and unpartisan Congressional inquiry will be made 
us to whether or not ways and means can be de- 
vised to restore to our flag that fair proportion of 
the ocean carrying trade of the world which it lost 
a quarter of acenturyago.”’ Mr. Belmont speaks 
of the severe taxes levied in 1861 and afterward on 
the coastwise commerce of the several States, 
which it was able to endure by the exclusion of 
foreign flags, and says there certainly ought 
to be an inquiry respecting the removal 
of these taxes. Speaking of the enormous 
carrying trade of the railways between 
the Atlantic and Pacific, he asks if the 
problem of internal transportation fs not so far ad- 
vanced that the problem of external transporta- 
tion may now receive acandid hearing?’ Three 
questions, summarized as follows, {t seems to Mr. 
Belmont, stand at the threshold of! an inquiry re- 
specting the possible reappearance of tne American 
flag on the ocean: “ Wili it be useful in an in- 
dustrial as well as in a military sense to the 
national welfare to promote the re-establishment 
of an American commercial marine?” “Can 
Congress do anything to hastenor bring about that 
result, elther by the enactment of wise laws or by 
the repeal of bad ones, or inany other way?” ‘“‘Is 
it not worth while for Congress to make an effort 
now in that direction »”’ 

The fact of the disappearance of the American 
flag from the ocean and the great harbors of the 
world is referred to as a matter of mortification to 
the national instincts and pride, which, it is added, 
are not in conflict with the best and highest politi- 
cal and material interests of thecountry. ‘* A wise 
and far-seeing national policy,” says Mr. Belmont, 
‘*suggests that we of the United States shall not 
content ourselves with delivering our surplus 
products and receiving our imports at. the water's 
edge, and surrender the transportation over the 
ocean to foreigners. These are matters that now 
concern not merely the States on the Atlantic 
coast, but those on that other shore which 
looks out toward Japan and _= China. I 
see that your letter mentions the Japanese 
Company owning 60 ocean steamers, and the fact 
that they are thinking of starting a new line in 
competition with the American line on the Pacific. 
However that may be, the people on the Pacific 
coast eannot be indifferent to the present condi- 
tions. The political power of the United States, as 
manifested in Congress and in the executive de- 
partments, is principally in the hands of what we 
recognize as the "great West’ and‘ South-west,’ 
where are the richest cereal and grazing Jands and 
mineral deposits of the world, within easy access of 
railways and navigable rivers. The producing and 
manufacturing West and South-west surely cannot 
rest content to see the ocean transportation of its 
surplus products and manufactures solely in the 
control of foreign interests.” 

In Congress Mr. Belmont has recently heard it 
said that the existing national system of taxation 
of imports, which is in effect a payment of boun- 
ties and subsidies to American manufaeturers by 
the American consumers of those imports, is to be 
vindicated as a war measure in time of peace, for 
the reason that by the encouragement given 
through such taxation to the establishment and 

srfection of certain manufacturing industries the 

{ation would be better enabled to live within itseif 
should complications with foreign powers ever 
arise to make that necessary. ‘* But may it not be 
well forthe West and South-west to reflect in good 
time.”” Mr, Belmont asks, “and prepare tor 
a possible condition of things when in a general 
war between the great commercial powers of 
Europe the American flag may be respected 
by all the combatants and American vessels 
may be the only vehicles for the safe ocean 
transportation of American merchandise under 
the immunity of international law which would 
give security to a neutral cargo, not contraband 
of war, under a neutral flag?’ ‘Then, again, 
Mr. Belmont inquires, if this'’country is not a neutral 
bystander whence will come*the material to man 
the armed cruisers if the commercial carrying 
trade is abandoned to other countries? Mr. Bel- 
mort readsalesson in Englana’s expedition to 
Egypt. ‘In our eyes,” he says, * the expedition- 
ary force which England was able at the outset to 
send to Egypt was a very small one, but what shall 
we say of the marvelous facility and completeuess 
of British power in the way of ocean transporta- 
tion to the scene of confiict in the Mediterranean ? 
The State of New-York alone could, in less time 
than was consumed by England, have raised a 
force of 30,000 men fully equipped, but would we 
be obliged to charter English vessels for transpor- 
tation across the ocean ?”’ 

Referring, in conclusion, to the bearing of 
the tariff legislation on the cost of building 
ships, Mr. Belmont says that in dealing with 
questions of the tariff great and enduring national 
interests should not be unjustly or hastily assailed 
oreven vexed by mere partisan legislation; but 
the time must soon come when the abuses of the 
tariff are to be corrected.

PIANO-MAKERS ON STRIKE.

STEINWAY & SONS’ EMPLOYES COMPLAIN OF 
SUPERINTENDENT SOMMERS. 

All the employes of Steinway & Sons’ piano 
manufactory. at Bowery Bay, Long Island, about 
800 in number, struck work yesterday morning, 
and announced their determination to stay out un- 
til Conrad Sommers, Superintendent of the tac- 
tory, was discharged. One of the leaders of the 
workmen sald that their grievance against Mr. Som- 
mers was owing to the fact that he interfered with 
their work, was very close about paying them, and 
took other actions calculated to ingratiate himself 
into the favor of his employers at their expense. 
The immediate cause of the strike is the discharge 
of two “‘top-makers”’ by Mr. Sommers and his re- 
fusal to pay several othersa claim for wages which 
the Piano-makers’ Union declares to be just. The 


top-makers work under a contract by which thev 
agree to revarnish and repair all tops which crack 
after leaving the shop before being used. A num- 
ber of the tops were returned two or three weeks 
ago which were said to be cracked. The top- 
makers say they “‘scraped” them and found they 
were not cracked, but in perfect condition, and 
they demanded pay for the time used in doing the 
‘**seraping.’’ This Mr. Sommers refused, and the 
men appealed to Charles Steinway, who, they al- 
lege, promised them the wages they asked for. 
Upon applying for the amount to Mr. Sommer on 
Saturday night they were again refused, and by 
the advice of a committee from the employes in 
the Steinway factory in this City the men refused 
to go to work yesterday morning. In the after- 
noon the workmen sent a resolution to Mr. Stein- 
way :requesting the discharge ot Sommers, which 
was returned to them without an answer. 

Charles Steinway, of the firm of Steinway & 
Sons, sald that Mr. Sommers was acting under the 
firm’s orders, and that the firm would uphold him. 
Mr. Steinway was not able to state, however, 
what action the firm would take in case the em- 

loyes of the New-York factory should also strike. 

Ir. Sommers professed entire ignorance of any rea- 
son why the men should desire or ask his discharge, 
and said he considered it mere!y a pretext to cover 
some other design. 

Last evening the employes inthe Steinway fac- 
tory at Fifty-third-street and Fourth-avenue held a 
meeting at No. 351 East Seventeenth-street, and de- 
cided not to go to work this morning and to remain 
out until Sommers was discharged. They number 
nearly 1,000.

TWENTY-FOURTH MEETING OF THE STATE 

AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


The twenty-fourth annual fair of the New- 
Jersey State Agricultural Society opened on the 
State Fair Grounds at Waverly yesterday, and 
will continue to and through Friday. The display 
in all the departments is especially large, and some 
new features have been added. Prof. Cooke, the 
State Geologist, has set up his experimental sta- 
tion on the heights next to President Clarke’s tent, 
and asanitary department, designed to educate the 
public in sanitary appliances and improvements, 
has been established under the supervision of Dr. 
Newell, of Jersey City. An art gallery has also 


been opened. In addition to these new features, 
the cattle-:heds have been enlarged, and some o 
the neatest cattle in the State are in the 
ens.

The 
display in the pomological tents is unusually 
varied and brilliant; and in other tents every 
branch of industry in the State is fully repre- 
sented. A prozramme of horse-races has been ar- 
ranged for every day the fair remains open. The 
feature of to-day and to-morrow will probably be 
the lawn-tennis tournament. The numberof en- 
tries is said to be the largest ever made for a like 
contest in any part of the United States. Friday 
there will be a bicycle-race, in which some of the 
most skillful riders in the country will participate. 
A contest at lacrosse will be the feature of Thurs- 
day. The Canada lacrosse team—the famous In- 
dian lacrosse players—will compete against a num- 
ber of proficient players from New-York and New- 
Jersey.

DISORDERLY POLICEMEN. 


TWO PATROLMEN SHOOTING AT EACH OTHER 
IN A STATION-HOUSE. 

Rough skylarking precipitated a fight in the 
dormitory of the third section of the Eleventh Pre- 
cinct Police yesterday afternoon, and the fracas 
ended in Patrolman Daniel J. Hogan receiving 
wounds from pistol bullets in the head and right 
forearm at the hands of Patroiman Charles H. Hen- 
derson. Both were made prisoners. Henderson is 
a member of the Fourth Section of the Second Pla- 
toon. Hogan is a member of the third section of 
the same platoon. There was some secret misun- 
derstanding between them. Henderson had been 
at the Court of General Sessions and returned 


to the’ station-house at 4 _ o’clock. He 
should have gone on patrol immediately, but 
he went up stairs to the dormitory of the 
third section, where Hogan and _ other 
patrolmen were asleep. As he passed the cot of 
patrolman Patrick Brennan, Henderson struck him 
on the sole of his feet with his “day stick.” Bren- 
nan woke up witha start but did not resent the 
act. His cot was next to Hogan's, and as Hender- 
son passed Hogan he treated him as he had Bren- 
nan. Hogan was very angry when he sprang up, 
and he asked Henderson what he meant by such 
bear play. Henderson jeered and Hogan rushed 
at him and was felled with the club which had 
been applied to nis feet. 
was able to strike him again he  grap- 
pled with him, amd they ad a desperate 
struggle for possession of the club until Brennan 
and Patrolman Henry Frers interfered and put 
Henderson out of the dormitory on to the landing. 
They closed the door, but its panels were broken 
some time ago so that a view of the dormitory 
could be had from the landing. As soon as Hen- 
derson was ejected he drew a revolver and de- 
liberately fired at Hogan. The bullet missed, and 
Hogan returned the fire without hitting Hender- 
son. The latter nred two more shots in rapid suc- 
cession, each of which struck Hogan. 
Capt. Cherry and Sergt. Welsing ran up stairs 
and helped disarm Henderson. Hogan was bleed- 
ing from his wounds in the section room. Both 
were arraigned at the desk, and counter-charges 
of felonious assault were preferred by them. 
Hogan was taken to Bellevue Hospital, where his 
injuries were pronounced not dangerous, and he 
was then taken back to the station-house and 
lodged in a ceil. Henderson sent for friends, who 
secured bail, and Justice Morgan released him 
under $1,000 bonds.

A FEW ERRORS CORRECTEZD. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In your issue of Sunday, the 17th inst., ap- 
peared a reply by Dr. George M. Beard te my criti- 
cism upon his statements respecting the expert 
testimony in the Whittaker trial, which appeared 
in your issue of the 12th inst. Without trespassing 
upon your valuable space fora detailed reply, per- 
mit me to eorrect one or two of his most conspicu- 
ous misstatements. 

First—The Doctor says that speeimen No. 189 
was written by one of the West Point Professors 
in imitation of Whittaker’s writing, while the fact 


is it was the specimen written from Gictation by 
Whittaker himself (though Cisguised) for compari- 
son with the note of warning, and was written at 
the same time that each of the 246 Cadets wrote 
similar specimens for the same purpose. It was 
this specimen that I selected from specimens num- 
bered from 1 to 246 as being the same handwriting 
as the note, while specimen No. 23 was the sheet 
of exercise writing (also Whittaker’s) selected from 
specimens writter by 47 different Cadets, which I 
also believed to be the same as the note of 
warning. 
Second—The Doctor says that he “ pronounced 
the testimony against Whittaker unscientific and 
illegal.’ which opinion had been confirmed by ail 
the authorities at Washington. Here again the 
Doetor errs, since, as a fact, the finding of the 
court-martial was set aside upon the grounds that 
the court was illegally convened. As tothe Doc- 
tor’s fling at the handwriting experts, I believe 
that several eminent medical men testified very 
positively against his theory and testimony in the 
Whittaker case.
